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MEDICAL  OFFICER °S  INTRODUCTION 


MTo  Chairman^  Ladies  and  Gentlemen^ 

I hav®  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  for  1964o 

No  serious  disturbance  to  the  public  health  of  the  District 
occurred  during  the  year^  although  the  outbreak  of  Typhoid  Fever  in  Aberdeen 
during  the  summer  months  had  repercussions  here  which  are  described  later 
in  the  Report o 

In  Aprils,  Mto  Fred  Corfieldj,  Parliamentary  Private  Secretary 
to  the  Minister  of  Housing  and  Local  Government^  came  down  to  Nailsworth 
to  open  the  Old  Peoples®  Unit  there o He  spoke  of  the  important  contribution 
industrial  housing  methods  could  make  to  the  building  problems  of  to-day » 

In  Thornbury^  the  Streamleaze  Estate  became  operational  and 
the  first  phase  of  houses  were  occupiedo  The  Caravan  Site  also  there 
was  occupied  during  the  yearo  Both  these  sites  embody  many  pleasing 
modern  features,  though  the  Radburn  plan  layout  of  the  housing  estate 
is  not  without  its  disadvantages  and  will  need  careful  study  in  the 
future  for  possible  improvements o 

In  all  Districts  the  work  of  improving  the  amenities  has  made 
steady  progress o 

New  Legislation  during  the  year  has  included  the  Act  requiring 
the  registration  of  kennels  and  boarding  establishments  for  animals,  and 
the  Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Acto  The  latter,  which  only  became 
operative  in  the  last  half  of  the  year,  will  involve  the  Public  Health 
Departments  in  a considerable  amount  of  work  over  the  next  year  to  get  all 
the  inspections  completed  following  registrationo 

Arrangements  for  consolidating  the  Water  Undertakings  in  the 
North  were  also  completed  and  on  December  1st,  1964,  a new  Board  was 
constituted  for  the  North  West  Gloucestershire  Water  Undertaking,  ready  to 
take  over  the  functions  of  the  older  authorities  on  the  1st  April,  1965 o 

The  arrangement  of  this  Annual  Report  is,  that  following  the 
general  sections  at  the  front  with  the  General  Statistics  and  Vital 
Statistics  come  the  Reports  for  the  individual  Districts o An  index  is 
included  at  the  front o I hope  that  the  Report  can  not  only  shed  a backward 
light  on  what  has  gone  but  also  give  pointers  to  what  it  is  hoped  to  achieve 
in  the  future,  otherwise  it  is  too  much  like  Lamb®s  Album  where: 

*®PVuitless  late  remorse  doth  trace, 

Like  Hebrew  law  with  backward  pace. 

His  irrecoverable  race"-. 

Rather  would  I like  to  think  that  it  shows  the  Health  Services,  although 
mindful  of  the  paramount  needs  to  provide  housing,  sanitation,  water  and 
clean  food,  are  also  well  aware  of  the  many  social  and  ethical  problems 
that  are  associated  with  a growing  urban  societyo 

Urbanisation,  as  we  are  seeing  it  to=^ay,  brings  problems  of 
social  adjustment  for  the  communities  that  need  urgent  thoughto  The  growing 
number  of  motor  vehicles  pose  other  problems  that  have  to  be  solvedo  New 


roads  that  at  once  join  and  divide  districts  may  require  new  orientations 
and  groupings o The  loss  of  the  old  Severn  Railway  Bridge  affected  the  life 
in  Sharpness  and  Berkeley  very  materially;  what  affect  will  the  new  Severn 
Road  Bridge  have  on  Thornbury  and  the  whole  of  South  Gloucestershire?  The 
wealth  which  the  new  industries,  nuclear  power  stations,  chemical  works, 
and  gas  works  bring  to  the  Districts  give  opportunities  for  the  development 
and  also  responsibility  for  the  people  that  come  to  the  Districts  to  work 
in  themo  This  is  the  last  major  estuary  in  England  that  is  not 
industrialised o Shall  we  see  the  Severn  Valley  develop  into  a second 
Merseyside,  or  will  the  more  comprehensive  planning  control  of  to-day 
preserve  the  rural  settings?  I would  like  to  think  the  latter,  because 
for  many  people  a way  of  life  is  still  more  important  than  wealth. 

There  must  be  healthy  growth  in  the  country  villages,  however, 
or  we  shall  be  preserving  a museum  of  old  Rural  England  that  will  ring  false 
by  modern  standards  and  give  no  satisfaction  either  to  the  people  that 
live  there,  or  to  the  ones  that  visit. 

Finally,  I would  like  to  record  my  thanks.  My  thanks  to  all 
Councillors  and  Chairmen  for  their  support  and  encouragement  through  the 
year,  and  to  all  my  fellow  Officers  and  members  of  my  Departments  for  their 
loyal  co-operation  and  help.  I would  also  like  to  thank  the  many  Voluntary 
Organisations  with  whom  we  co-operate  so  fruitfully  for  the  benefit  of  the 
community  as  a whole.

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GENERAL  STATISTICS  » 


I include  here  a list  of  the  main  industries  of  the  Division 
and  also  a statement  on  the  labour  situation  for  the  year  by  the 
Stroud  Branch  of  the  Ministry  of  Labour  and  National  Service,,  It  is 
clear  that  there  is  a growing  diversity  of  employment  in  the  area  and 
that  the  labour  force  of  the  District  has  been,  fully  deployed 
throughout  the  yearo  Indeed^,  one  gets  the  impression  that  perhaps 
it  is  the  lack  of  housing  in  the  District  that  limits  the  inflow  of 
fresh  labour  rather  than  that  there  is  any  lack  of  employmento 

In  Table  I5,  the  percentage  of  Council  Houses  in  each  District 
is  given.o  Ihis^  of  coursop  is  the  resultant  of  two  variables^  Council 
and  Private  Buildingo  I think  a consideration  of  the  figures  will 
show  that  Council  Building  has  fallen  behind  Private  Development  in 
all  Districts  pandp  if  the  latter  is  a fair  index  of  demandp  this 
further  emphasises  the  need  for  more  Council  Buildingo  I am  certain 
we  have  not  reached  saturation  level  yet  and  that  many  more  houses p 
or  anywayp  units  of  accommodation  whether  houses  or  flatSp  are  still 
urgently  needed o 

In  Table  2,  I have  included  the  figures  for  the  percentage 
increase  in  populations  in  the  Districts  in  each  time  intervale  The 
population  of  the  Division  now  exceeds  100,000  for  the  first  timCp  with 
an  overall  growth  of  20^  in  30  yearSp  tut  when  this  is  broken  down  it  is 
seen  that  the  South  leads  the  way  with  a phenomenal  expansion  of  S5% 
in  30  years,  while. in  the  North,  the  Stroud  Rural  District  has  only  grown 
by  less  than  B%o  The  interpretation  of  these  figures  is  more  difficult? 
are  they  due  to  personal  preferences  to  housing  supply,  or  to  the 
preference  of  modern  industry  for  the  flat  land  and  the  proximity  to 
seaports  rather  than  the  inland  villages  and  valleys  that  were  preferred 
in  the  past  century?  Whatever  are  the  reasons,  they  need  to  be  carefully 
considered  when  making  plans  for  future  development o 

SOCIAL  CONDITIONS. 

A list  of  the  chief  industries  of  the  Area  is  appendedo  No 
significant  changes  have  occurred  during  the  year  but  mention  must  be 
made  of  the  new  gas  manufacturing  plant  at  Severnside  where  domestic 
gas  is  being  produced  from  oil  products  exclusivelyo  It  is  a process 
which  produces  a gas  with  a very  low  carbon  monoxide  content,  which  is  an 
important  step  in  the  programme  of  making  domestic  gas  safero 

The  Manager  of  the  Stroud  Ministry  of  Labour  Office  writes 
as  follows  about  the  labour  situation  in  the  Stroud  Valley  during  the  years 

**The  picture  for  I964  is  of  a year  of  undiminished  prosperity  for  the 
Stroud  area  and  this  prosperity  extended  over  all  industries o In  most 
years  there  is  usually  a seasonal  fall  in  unemployment  in  the  summer, 
and  a corresponding  seasonal  rise  in  the  winter,  and  for  years  we  have 
had  winter  registers  higher  than  those  of  the  summer o An  indication  of 
the  difference  in  I964  was  that  the  winter  figures  were,  in  fact,  lower 
than  those  of  the  summer,  and  our  current  enemployment  index  of  0o5^  is 
the  lowest  recorded  in  Stroud  for  10  yearso  I can  sincerely  say  that 
we  have  had  no  major  difficulty  in  placing  any  particular  section  of 
population  in  suitable  employnento  Our  disabled  people  are  very 
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fortunate  in  having  a most  sympathetic  employer  population  and 
whilst  some  cases  may  take  a little  longer  than  others  to  help  we 
rarely  have  to  admit  failure.  Where  School  Leavers  are  concerned, 
they  invariably  go  into  employment  of  their  choice  with  little 
difficulty,  and,  in  fact,  after  each  school leaving  exodus,  we 
immediately  start  again  with  a further  register  of  unfilled  vacancies. 
I think  one  can  sum  up  the  labour  position  quite  simply  in  this  area 
as  one  of  acute  shortage,,  So  far  as  I can  see,  this  is  unlikely  to 
change  in  the  future,  in  fact,  with  the  expansions  already  started 
and  in  the  offing,  the  pressure  is  more  than  likely  to  increase.”

1»  BIRTH  RATES: 

The  total  Births  for  the  District  remain  much  the  samej  the 
National  Birth  Rate  of  18 o4  is  parallel  by  most  of  the  Districts  with  the 
exception  of  Nailsworthp  which  is  significantly  below  the  National  Average, 
and  Thornbury,  which  is  very  much  above o The  very  rapid  population 
growth  of  Thornbury  has  set  that  District  problems  of  considerable 
urgency  in  all  aspects  of  forward  planning,  and  there  is  very  little  time 
for  experiment  or  delay  in  the  production  of  amenities,  housing  or  any 
of  the  essential  serviceso  Despite  the  increase  in  births,  it  is 
gratifying  to  find  no  comparable  increase  in  Infant  Deaths  in  this 
District  and  with  the  Nil  Return  for  Maternal  Mortality  for  the  second 
year  running  this  reflects  great  credit  on  all  our  Maternity  and  Infant 
Welfare  Services o 


2,  DEATH  RETURNS; 

On  the  whole,  we  have  here  a more  static  picture  with  only 
marginal  changes  in  the  overall  Death  Rate,  although  it  is  encouraging  to 
see  a declining  figure  for  all  areas  this  year*  '^his  may,  however,  be 
more  a fluctuation  about  a norm. rather  than  a true  trend o We  have  not 
yet  found  a way  of  extending  significantly  to  maximum  span  of  human  life 
which  depends  not  so  much  on  the  conquest  of  disease  as  the  prevention  of 
ageing  and  auto-intoxicationo 

The  main  causes  of  Deaths  follow  the  National  pattern,  but 
I have  included  Tables  showing  the  change  in  incidence  of  Vascular  Deaths, 
Cancer  and  Lung  Cancer  over  the  past  ten  years  o The  table  for  Cancer  shows 
that  whereas  the  total  Cancer  cases  have  increased  by  only  one-tenth  which 
is  exceeded  by  the  population  growth  the  incidence  of  Lung  Cancer  has 
almost  doubledo  Vascular  Deaths  still  remain  -higho  The  differences 
experienced  between  Stroud  Rural  District  and  Thornbury  is  probably  due 
to  the  age  .structures  of  the  populations,  but  I feel  that  possibly 
further  statistical,  study  over  a period  of  years  may  be  worthwhile® 


3®  INFANT  MORTALITY g 

The  causes  of  Infant  Mortality  still  show  the  congenital 
causes  as  predominating®  Out  of  a total  of  32  deaths j ten  occurred 
at  home,  and  of  these  nine  deaths,  three  died  from  acute  infections  and 
two  from  accidents,  and  one  from  lack  of  attention  at  birth » Of  the 
22  hospital  deaths,  only  one  died  from  a cause  in  part  other  than 
pre-existing  congenital  defect®  This  perhaps  indicates  that  if  the 
Infant  Mortality  Rate  is  to  be  still  further  lowered  we  shall  have  to 
increase  the  proportion  of  institutional  confinements®

It  will  be  interesting  to  draw  conclusions  from  these  percentages, 
but  without  further  study  of  population  structures  such  conclusions  might  well 
be  misleading,  but  I think  probably  that  most  of  the  difference  between  the 
areas  is  due  to  the  different  age  structures  of  the  populations  but  this  in 
itself  is,  of  course,  an  interesting  feature o 


INFECTIOUS  DISEASES  » 

Our  experience  this  year  was  very  satisfactoryo  It  was  a non- 

epidemic year  for  Measles <>  Of  the  Dysentery  Cases,  more  than  half  were  the 
result  of  an  attack  of  Sonnei  Dysentery  in  the  Wotton-Under-Edge  area® 
Considerable  work  was  done  by  the  Public  Health  Officers  in  dealing  with  the 
cases,  following  up  contacts,  giving  advice  in  food  handling  and  personal 
hygiene,  and  in  the  checking  of  results  by  taking  repeated  specimens®  The 
Schools  were  also  inspected  and  advised  regarding  preventive  measures® 

Thanks  to  the  full  co-operation  of  all,  including  the  General  Practitioners, 
the  outbreak  was  fairly  rapidly  brought  to  a conclusion®  Sporadic  cases 
of  dysentery  have  occurred  through  the  other  Districts  also® 

Survey  on  the  Training  Ships 

Following  the  outbreak  of  meningococcal  meningitis  in  1963,  a 
survey  of  the  spread  of  infection  in  the  sleeping  huts  of  the  Training 
Ship  was  carried  out®  Although  only  small  numbers  were  involved,  it  was 
felt 'that  the  following  interesting  conclusions  could  be  drawn: 

1®  The  influenza  organism  seems  more  rapidly  spread  from  boy  to  boy 
than  the  streptococcus® 

2®  Lower  bunks  are  infected  by  the  transfer  of  infection  more  rapidly 
than  the  upper  bunks,  because,  (a)  10$  of  the  boys  in  lower  bunks 
showed  evidence  of  cross  infection  after  one  month,  and  only  50/6 
of  the  boys  in  the  upper  bunks  were  infected,  (b)  of  the  11  pairs  of 
bunks,  7 lower  bunks  were  infected  before  the  corresponding  upper  bunks, 
and  only  1 upper  bunk  was  infected  before  the  corresponding  lower  bunk® 

3®  A transfer  of  infection  did  not  readily  occur  between  upper  and  lower 
bunks,  for  of  7 pairs  infected,  one  pair  were  infected  simultaneously, 
one  pair  after  a week,  two  pairs  after  two  weeks,  two  pairs  after  three 
weeks,  one  pair  after  four  weeks® 

On  these  conclusions,  appropriate  advice  was  given  to  the  Authorities 
who  readily  co-operated  with  these  recommendations  and  regarding  spacing  and 
the  use  of  upper  bunks®  and  it  is  hoped  that  no  further  trouble  will  arise®

The  Tuberculosis  figures  for  the  Division  continue  to  reflect  the  slow 
decline  in  the  Diseasep  which  is  a National  feature o '^he7  also  show  clearly  that 
it  is  no  longer  a disease  of  adolescent  girls  but  rather  the  45  - 60  age  group, 
and  that  men  are  more  affected  now  than  womeno  "^he  number  of  new  cases  notified 
has  dropped  by  only  8,  but  the  total  on  the  registers  has  fallen  by  some  27 o 
There  has  also  been  a rise  in  the  Non-Pulmonary  cases  this  area,  where  it  is 
again  interesting  to  note  that  this  also  is  predominantly  among  men,  but  here 
in  a younger  age  group*.  One  year's  figures  are  perhaps  too  few  to  draw  any 
conclusions  as  to  the  reasons  for  thiSo 

The  Bo  Co  Go  Vaccination  fisrures  are  satisfactory,  and  the  drop  in 
the  percentage  of  "Positive"  children  at  first  testing  may,  one  hopes,  be  a 
reflection  of  the  lessened  exposure  of  young  people  to  the  risks  of  infectiono 
At  the  same  time,  of  course,  it  gives  added  emphasis  to  the  increasing  need 
for  this  protective  innoculationo

ABERDEEN  TYPHOID  OUTBREAK 


This  outbreakj,  involving  some  400  cases j,  received  considerable 
publicit^o  Perhaps  the  lessons  learned  are  still  being  studiedo  At  the  timej, 
all  the  Departments  were  kept  busy  checking  on  the  supplies  of  canned  meat  in 
the  area  and  arranging  for  the  withdrawal  of  any  of  the  suspected  batcheso 
This  involved  many  visits  by  the  Public  Health  inspectors  to  food  shops  and 
very  many  circular  letters p as  the  Ministry  made  at  least  two  separate 
notifications  of  foodstuffs  to  be  withdrawn  from  saleo  I should  like  to 
record  my  appreciation  for  the  prompt  and  efficient  manner  in  which  this 
task  was  handled  by  the  Councils”  staffs o Altogether  about  six  tins  were 
withdrawn  from  circulation  throughout  the  Division?  but  in  the  Stroud 
Rural  District  alone p this  involved  over  1,400  circular  letters o Apart 
from  all  this  work,  all  the  Water  Undertakings  were  circulated  and  their 
staff  checked  for  contact  with  Aberdeen,  and  several  contacts  amongst  local 
food  handlers  and  the  general  public  were  kept  under  observation  and  checked 
for  a possible  carrier  state®  ^he  lessons  to  be  learned  from  the  outbreak 
are  perhaps s 

lo  that  our  imported  foodstuffs  need  better  surveillance  overseas, 

2o  that  the  handling  of  tinned  meat  in  food  shops  needs  impeccable 
hygiene  and  proper  storage  facilities? 

3o  that  meat  slicing  machinery  must  be  cleaned  thoroughly  and  frequently, 

4o  that  personal  hygiene  is  still  an  important  barrier  to  the  spread  of 
infectiono 

INNOCULATIONS  o 

This  is  one  of  the  most  essential  and  important  of  the  Preventive 
SeiviceSo  As  we  free  our  population  from  the  chance  of  sub«clinical  infection 
and  consequent  acquired  immunity  to  disease  it  becomes  increasingly  necessary 
to  ensure  that  people  are  fully  protected  by  other  means®  This  is  no 
disadvantage  for  with  the  opportunity  that  used  to  exist  of  acquiring  immunity 
naturally  also  went  the  opportunity  to  die  and  suffer  from  disease®  The 
percentage  of  children  under  1 year  who  have  been  vaccinated  against  Smallpox 
is,  of  course,  falling  now  as  the  policy  is  to  vaccinate  between  one  and  two 
years  of  age,  and  it  will  be  seen  that  this  year  the  numbers  in  that  age  group 
show  a considerable  rise  and  that  tte  total  number  of  children  vaccinated 
between  birth  and  2 years  is  nearly  twice  the  number  vaccinated  in  the  same 
period  the  previous  year®  For  the  other  innoeulations  the  pattern  is  much 
the  same  as  before,  but  the  percentage  protected  against  Diphtheria  is  still 
too  low  and  every  opportunity  must  be  taken  to  impress  on  mothers  the  need 
to  have  their  children  protected®

HEALTH  EDUCATION. 


All  the  Departments  have  been  active  in  Health  Educationp  both 
formally  with  set  talks  and  lectures  to  various  organisations  and  also  on 
innumerable  informal  occasions  whenever  they  are  in  contact  with  the  public. 

An  open  Meeting  was  arranged  at  ^hornbury  in  January  when  talks  illustrated 
by  films  and  slides  were  given  by  Health  Visitors  and  Public  Health  Inspectors 
to  a small  but  interested  audience,  A Health  Exhibition  was  arranged  at  the 
Stroud  Show  which  included  special  exhibits  on  meat  inspection,  food  hygiene, 
home  safety,  and  the  dangers  of  smoking.  Many  other  talks  and  discussions 
have  been  held  with  various  small  groups  on  a variety  of  aspects  of  Public 
Health,  Talks  were  given  to  boys  and  girls  in  the  school  leaving  classes  at 
some  of  the  Grammar  and  Technical  Schools, 

During  the  autumn  term  a Poster  Competition  was  run  in  the  Dursley 
Area  for  which  entries  were  invited  from  all  people,  including  the  schools, 

The  idea  was  that  a prize  would  be  given  for  the  best  entries,  either  of  an 
actual  poster,  or  of  an  idea  for  a poster  illustrating  the  dangers  of  smoking. 
We  had  quite  a good  response,  particularly  from  some  of  the  schools,  and  out 
of  58  entries  two  were  judged  the  best  by  the  Stroud  College  of  Art,  T^e 
prizes  were  presented  at  a Public  Meeting  held  at  Dursley  Clinic  at  which 
Mr,  Kinman  gave  an  address  on  how  to  stop  smoking,  together  with  his  latest 
film  on  this  subject.  The  prizes  were  awarded  to«

A feature  becoming  increasingly  important  is  the  Parent  Craft  work 
with  both  mothers  and  fathers  at  Ante-Natal  Classes, 

Health  Education  is  a most  profitable  but  also  a most  difficult 
aspect  of  Public  Health,  We  must  not,  indeed,  we  have  no  right  to  be 
insistent  about  what  people  must  do  with  their  lives,  but,  at  the  same  time,  we 
know  that  certain  actions  on  their  part  will  very  likely  bring  illness  or  death 
to  themselves  or  others,  whereas  other  patterns  of  behaviour  will  not  carry 
these  risks.  We  want  people  to  choose  healthy  ways  of  living  and  to  help  them 
choose  wisely  we  must  try  to  present  the  facts  and  the  healthy  choice  in  the 
most  persuasive  way-.  It  may  sometimes  be  wondered  whether  a casual  and  brief 
contact  at  a Show  or  Exhibition  can  really  influence  peoples*  habits,  but  I 
think  we  must  not  underestimate  any  method  of  Health  Education,  although  it  is 
wise  perhaps  to  study  the  persuasive  ways  of  commercial  advertising  and  learn 
from  them  the  best  means  of  advertising  our  wares.  The  Health  Educatioiist  need 
not  feel  ashamed  for  what  he  has  to  offer  because  he  is  offering  Health  and  a 
way  of  life  that  is  of  benefit  to  all.

Details  of  the  Districts*  progranimes  are  presented  in  the 
individual  Reports  but  the  composite  table  on  page  36  shows  the  progress 
being  made  with  Clearance*  ^t  is  pleasing  to  notice  that  Stroud  Rural 
District  has  now  completed  the  programme  drawn  up  in  1956,  but  this  is,  of 
course,  a continuing  process  as  older  houses  continue  to  fall  into  disrepair 
and  also  our  standards  of  what  is  acceptable  continue  to  rise*  We  are  now 
no  longer  satisfied  even  with  the  Council  Houses  built  30  years  ago,  and  in 
most  districts  programmes  of  modernisation  for  these  Houses  are  being 
undertaken* 


IMPROVEMENT  GRANTS  . 


When  we  consider  these  tables  and  note  that  some  3^000  houses 
have  been  improved  in  the  last  decade  it  must  give  great  satisfaction^ 

This  has  been  a most  satisfactory  machinery  for  the  preservation  of  our 
older  houses  and  it  is  these  houses  that  give  character  to  our  District* 
Great  credit  is  due  to  the  considerable  time  and  care  that  all  Councils 
give  to  this  work  which  often  involves  the  spending  of  much  time  by

SANITATION  FOR  TRAVELLERS® 

The  problem  of  providing  sanitary  conveniences  for  Trunk  Roads 
and  in  beauty  spots  has  been  studied  by  several  of  the  Districts®  All 
Councils  have  felt  concern  at  the  pollution  of  lay-bys  and  country  beauty 
spots  and  it  is  clear  that  it  is  in  the  interest  of  the  local  inhabitants, 
as  well  as  the  passing  holidaymakers  and  travellers,  that  some  form  of 
sanitation  should  be  provided  at  the  points  of  maximum  use®  The  difficulties 
in  doing  so  arise  from  two  aspects  of  the  matter j on  the  technical  side  we 
find  the  accommodation  is  often  needed  when  no  sewer  exists  and  also  one  has 
to  consider  very  heavy  peak  loading  with  perhaps  long  intervals  of 
comparative  little  use®  During  these  long  intervals  vandalism  might  well 
prove  a serious  menace®  The  other  difficulties  arise  on  the  financial  sidei 
these  conveniences  can  be  costly  and  the  problem  of  who  should  bear  the  cost 
or  whether  it  should  be  shared  between  the  District  Council  as  the  Sanitary 
Authority  and  the  County  Council  and  Ministry  of  Transport  must  be  ironed  out® 

The  matter  is  being  tackled  in  several  ways®  In  the  hornbury 
area,  sanitation  is  provided  at  the  Aust  Pier  by  co-operation  between  the 
Cafe  Proprietor  and  the  Local  Authority?  this  has  worked  very  well  to  the 
benefit  of  both®  In  the  Stroud  •‘Wal  District  area  the  occasional  peak 
loading  periods  on  Minchinhampton  Common  have  been  tackled  by  the  pr(^ision 
of  a Mobile  Sanitary  Unit®  consisting  of  a Caravan  with  four  compartments? 
each  compartment  is  self-contained  and  consists  of  a Perdisan  type  closet 
emptying  into  a 400  gallon  tank  under  the  floor  and  a hand  wash  basin  i/ith 
running  cold  water  and  paper  towels®  The  four  compartments  are  all 
identical  and  can  be  used  either  all  for  one  sex,  or  divided  up  for  men  and 
women,  as  required®  At  the  end  of  the  year,  delivery  of  the  van  was  still 
awaited,  but  at  the  time  of  writing  this  Report  it  has  already  been  delivered 
and  is  proving  most  useful®  Photographs  of  this  van  follow,  as  it  is  in  the 
nature  of  a prototype  and  may  well  prove  a most  useful  answer  for  other 
beauty  spots  and  also  as  a unit  for  exploring  and  assessing  the  need,  say, 
at  lay-bys  or  sports  fields®

cost  is  being  discussed  with  the  Ministry  of  Transport  and  the  County  Gouncilo 

WATER  o 

The  details  of  water  supply  have  been  included  in  the  Reports  of  the 
individual  DistrictSj,  but  as  this  is  the  last  year  of  the  Dursley  Water  Undertaking 
and  the  Stroud  Water  Board  as  separate  organisations  5,  I have  included  reports 
from  the  Engineers  of  these  Works  on  the  past  history  of  their  Undertakings o 

In  general  termsj,  I think  we  can  be  satisfied  with  the  supply  of  water  to 
the  Districts^  but  there  are  stilL matters  that  need  particular  attentiono  There 
are  still  too  many  private  individual  water  supplies 5,  where  the  water  does  not 
reach  a satisfactory  standardo  We  cannot  be  complacent  either  when  people  still 
have  to  carry  buckets  of  water  some  200  yards  to  their  houses  from  hillside 
springs  o We  must  make  every  effort  to  ensure  a lOOjS  piped  water  supply  in  all 
Districts o 

With  regard  to  the  piped  supply®  however®  there  are  also  problems o In  Dursley *3 
Report,  there  is  an  account  of  the  difficulties  that  have  been  arising  for  several 
years  in  the  area  supplied  from  Gloucestero  Following  investigations  and  meetings 
with  officials  of  the  Undertaking  and  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local 
Government,  it  was  finally  decided  at  the  end  of  the  year  that  undoubtedly  some  of 
the  present  trouble  arose  from  the  washing  out  of  deposits  in  the  old  Dursley 
District  mains o To  test  this  conclusiony  and,  alsc^  if  it  is  true,  as  a step  to 
improve  matters®  it  was  agreed  that  a polyiihene  main  should  be  laid  to  replace  the 
main  from  Slimbridge  Cross  Roads  to  The  Patch,  and  this  work  was  put  in  hand  at  the 
end  of  the  yearo 

In  the  South,  the  Littleton  Works  were  operating  through  a temporary 
filtration  plant  and  steriliser,  and  supplying  some  800,000  to  1,500,000  gallons  a 
day  of  urgently  needed  watero  The  Sharpness  , Canal  is  the  source  and  this,  in  turn, 
derives  most  of  the  water  from  the  Severn.,  ■‘‘he  quality  of  the  water  taken  in  at 
Purton  varies  from  day  to  day,  and  great  difficulty  has  already  been  experienced 
at  Littleton  in  providing  a potable  supplyo  Tjie  attached  analyses  in  this  Report 
show  clearly  the  tremendous  amount  of  bacterial  pollution  that  exists  in  this  waters 
This,  of  course®  can  be  dealt  id.th  comparatively  easily  by  chlorination,  and  all  the 
water  put  into  supply  has  been  bacteriologically  sterile  and  perfectly  wholesome 
and  safe  to  drinko  The  water  has,  however,  from  time  to  time,  had  a slight 
earthy  taste  and  a rather  musty  odour,  particularly  on  heating,  and,  so  far® 
elimination  of  these  undesirable  features  has  proved  extremely  difficulto 

The  opening  up  of  this  Works  and  the  use  of  the  Berkeley  Canal  illustrates 
the  modern  method  of  supplying  water  to  the  large  urban  areas,  whereas  in  the  past 
we  have  piped  pure  water  from  the  source  area  direct  to  the  towns  we  are  now  using 
the  rivers  themselves  to  transport  the  water  to  the  place  where  it  is  needed  and 
then  setting  about  removing  the  undesirable  impurities  that;  have  accumulated  during 
its  transit  from  the  mountain  streams  down  to  the  towns o '^his  method®  does, 
however®  involve  us  in  these  problems  of  taste  and  smell,  and  also,  of  course,  in 
the  need  for  a most  vigilant  supervision  of  the  treatment  to  ensure  that  the 
contaminated  source  water  is  invariably  turned  into  a potable  supplyo 
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With  the  rising  demand  for  water 5 now  some  U5/50  gallons  per  day 
per  head  of  populations  it  is  quite  impossible  to  maintain  supplies  without  using 
these  sources  o Wlien  the  River  Authorities  set  up  under  the  Water  Resources  Act 
of  1963s  have  completed  the  licensing  of  existing  abstractions  and  have  made  a 
survey  of  future  demands  more  detailed  knowledge  will  be  available  about  supplies 
in  this  country e 


Quoting  from  a report  in  the  House  of  Commons  by  the  Minister  of 
Housing  and  Local  Government j,  it  says?  "In  1963 9 :tihe  quantity  taken  from  the  public 
supply  was  about  2,500  million  gallons  per  dayo  ^he  demand  made  on  the  public 
supply  has  been  growing  at  an  average  rate  of  3%  per  anniam  over  the  last  decade o 
It  will  be  the  duty  of  the  River  Authorities  to  prepare  successive  estimates  of 
demands  formally  for  20  years  ahead  and  to  formulate  proposals  for  water  conservation 
works  in  order  to  ensure  that  adequate  supplies  are  available o" 


I think  it  is  reassuring  to  realize  that  the  overall  planning  of  our 
water  supplies  is  being  taken  in  hand  at  ^'^ational  Level  as  the  problem  in  England . 
iSj,  of  course,  not  so  much  a genuine  shortage  of  water  as  a lack  of  conservation 
of  the  available  supplies  and  faulty  distributiono  It  may  well  be  in  the  future 
that  the  large  urban  communities  will  need  to  short  circuit  the  biological 
conservation  of  water  from  rain,  rivers,  evaporation  to  rain  again,  and  develop  a 
system  of  water  supply  to  consumer,  to  sewage  works  and  back  to  the  water  supply 
via  a purified  effluento 


I give  next  some  observations  of  Mto  Peters,  former  Chief  Engineer 
of  The  Stroud  Water  Board,  and  also  of  Mto  Dimery,  former  Chief  Engineer  of  the 
Dursley  Water  Undertakingo 


STROUD  DISTRICT  WATER  BOARD, 


The  year  was  chiefly  outstanding  due  to  the  exceptionally  dry  period 
from  mid-June  until  early  Decembero  The  rainfall  for  the  year  at  23-35  inches  was 
almost  8"  below  the  average®  The  supply  in  the  area  was  maintained  and  no 
restrictions  had  to  be  imposed®  The  average  quantity  of  water  supplied  per  day 
was  2,841,000  gallons  of  which  quantity  650,000  gallons  per  day  were  used  by  Meters 
or  special  supplies o 

Samples ; During  the  year  72  samples  of  water  as  supplied  to  Consumers  were 
taken  and  the  results  of  all  these  samples  were  satisfactory^  Bocolio  being  absent 
per  100  ml So  in  all  cases® 

Main^laving  s During  the  year  Mains  were  laid  on  I6  new  Housing  Estates  to 
supply  houses  to  be  erectedo  New  Mains  were  laid  at  Taberqacle  Walk,  Rodborough, 
Stepping  Stone  Lane,  Painswick,  and  Cashes  Green,  Stroud,  to  replace  existing 
small  service  pipes® 

Properties  supplied s The  number  of  properties  supplied  by  the  Board  is 
16,826,  of  this  number  approximately  90  draw  water  from  standpipes® 

The  Stroud  District  Water  Board  will  terminate  on  the  1st  April, 1965, 
and  the  North  West  Gloucestershire  Water  Board  will  take  over  its  functions,  so  a 
review  of  the  Board *3  history  may  be  of  some  interest® 

The  Stroud  District  Water  Board  was  formed  in  1939,  and  took  over 
the  works  of  the  Stroud  Water  Company  and  the  Stroud  DoD»Co  Water  Department®  The 
date  of  transfer  was  Ist  October,  1939,  which  was  only  a few  weeks  after  the 
declaration  of  War®  Every  effort  was  made  to  improve  the  supply  in  the  Board's 
area  and  within  two  years  a 24  hour  supply  was  provided  in  the  whole  of  the  Board's 
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areao  With  the  expansion  of  the  Aerodrome  and  the  local  factories  on  war  work 
the  increase  in  consumption  of  water  was  rapido  In  the  Board’s  Act  powers 
were  obtained  to  develop  a supply  to  Nailswortho  Application  to  the  Ministry 
of  Health  to  proceed  with  this  new  supply  was  made,  but  with  little  results 
Then  one  evening,  a Reporter  stopped  the  night  in  Stroud  and  found  no  gas  and 
little  water©  ”he  next  day  there  was  an  article  in  a National  Daily  Paper 
headed  "Valley  of  Chaos",  which  was  in  fact  the  Stroud  Valley©  The  Ministry 
was  on  the  telephone  to  my  office  early  next  morning  asking  what  authorisations 
were  required  and  when  a start  on  the  new  supply  at  Nailsworth  could  be  made© 

The  work  was  put  in  hand  and  an  additional  supply  of  half  a million  gallons 
per  day  was  available  towards  the  end  of  1941o 

With  the  passing  of  the  Rural  Water  Supplies  Act,  schemes  were 
prepared  for  a piped  supply  of  water  over  the  whole  of  the  Board’s  area© 

After  a public  enquiry  these  schemes  were  commenced  in  1949  and  work  to  the 
value  of  £120,000  was  completed  by  1951©  ^urther  work  has  been  done  at 
different  times  since  and  to-day  practically  the  whole  of  the  Board's  area 
has  a piped  supply  of  water© 

To  maintain  the  supply,  Chalford  Pumping  Station  was  re-equipped 
with  electrically  driven  pumps  with  an  output  of  2o25  million  gopod©,  and  an 
additional  covered  reservoir  built  at  Thrupp©  In  1955,  arrangements  were  made 
with  the  City  of  Gloucester  Water  Department  to  take  a bulk  supply  of  up  to 
1,000,000  gop©d©  from  the  trunk  main  at  Standish©  In  1959,  the  Painswick 
Reservoir  was  covered  with  a pre-cast  concrete  roof  and  in  1961/62  the 
Minchinhampton  Reservoir  was  covered  and  enlarged. 

When  the  Board  was  formed  the  consumption  of  water  was  under 
one  million  gallons  per  day  and  the  present  figure  is  2 ©85  million  gallons 
per  day©  ^he  annual  expenditure  has  increased  from  £30,000  to  almost  £100,000 
in  the  same  period©  During  the  26  years  of  the  Board’s  working,  only  on  two 
occasions  have  restrictions  been  imposed  and  a 24  hour  supply  has  always  been 
maintained©  The  purity  of  the  water  supplied  has  been  satisfactory  and  we 
have  endeavoured  to  deal  promptly  with  any  enquiries  ca*  complaints  from  consumers© 
We  have  always  worked  in  close  touch  with  the  Local  Health  Department  and  would 
express  our  thanks  to  the  Divisional  Medical  Officer  and  his  staff  for  their 
co-operation  over  the  years  and  trust  that  the  same  conditions  will  be  maintained 
with  the  North  West  Gloucestershire  Water  Board©

The  supplies  for  the  Rural  District  of  Dursley  are  split  up  into  two 
areas,  ioeo,  the  Dursley  Area  and  the  Wotton-Under-Edge  Area,  and  briefly  the 
following  notes  will  give  a general  picture  of  the  supplies,  storage  capacities 
and  populations  for  the  period  1947  »=  1965  o 

Area  Noo  lo  (-^ursley  Area) 

In  1947,  the  Parishes  of  Dursley,  Gam,  Slimbridge  and  Stinchcombe  were 
supplied  from  two  sources  only,  Caswell  and  Millendo  Water  was  pumped  from 
these  springs  to  a 90,000  gallon  capacity  reservoir  situated  at  Whiteway,  Dursleyo 
The  Parishes  of  Uley  and  Nympsfield  were  supplied  solely  from  the  Caswell  Springs, 
from  which  the  water  was  pumped  to  two  supply  reservoirs  totalling  28,000  gallons » 

The  Parish  of  North  Nibley  derived  its  supply  from  the  springs  at 
Millend,  delivered  to  a 20,000  gallon  capacity  reservoir  in  the  Parisho 

The  population  of  Dursley,  Cam,  Coaley,  North  Nibley,  Nympsfield, 
Slimbridge,  Stinchcombe  and  Uley  was  then  11,580,  and  the  number  of  properties 
connected  with  a piped  water  supply  was  3^1890 

Coaley  had  its  own  springs  situated  at  Spring  Tyning,  near  the  foot  of 
Coaley  Hill,  these  were  collected  and  gravitated  to  a 5,000  gallon  capacity  service 
tanko  This  supply  had  to  be  used  out  of  necessity,  but  samples  taken  on  occasions 
were  not  satisfactory,  and  it  was  realised  tbiat  alternative  arrangements  to  supply 
the  village  would  have  to  be  made  when  the  time  was  opportune » 

Area  Noo  2«  (Wotton-Under-Bdge  and  Kingswood) 

The  Parishes  of  Wotton-Under-Edge  and  Kingswood  were  supplied  from  springs 
at  Hamblin’s  ^ake,  Frogend  and  Tyley  Bottom » The  supply  from  Hamblin’s  Brake 
gravitated  to  the  reseirvoir  but  the  source  from  the  other  springs  were  pumped  to 
the  reservoir  at  Coombe,  with  a storage  capacity  of  100,000  gallons o 

The  supply  from  Hamblin’s  Brake  often  gave  rise  to  concern  because  of  the 
shallowness  of  the  springs  necessitating  constant  samples  having  to  be  taken,  and 
conditions  were  pieced  on  agricultural  owners  in  the  area,  not  to  fertilise  the 
fields  in  close  proximity  to  the  springs  for  fear  of  pollution© 

The  population  supplied  in  this  area  was  approximately  4,000  and  the 
number  of  properties  supplied  was  approximately  1,800© 

Consumption© 

The  total  water  consumed  throughout  the  whole  area  was  approximately 
517,000  gallons  per  day,  equal  to  30  gallons  per  head  per  day  for  all  purposes© 

In  Area  No©  1 (Dursley  area)  during  periods  of  drought,  supplies  were 
intermittent  and  difficulty  was  experienced  in  being  able  to  supply  certain  areas 
with  an  adequate  supply  of  water©  ^he  majority  of  complaints  were  received  from 
the  owner s/occupiers  of  those  properties  in  the  higher  parts  of  the  district, 
though  this  was  not  necessarily  due  to  actual  shortage  of  water  at  the  source,  but 
due  because  the  existing  mains  were  of  insufficient  capacity  to  deliver  all  the 
water  needed  at  peak  periods© 

In  the  Wotton-Under-Edge  area  (No ©2  area)  the  shortage  of  water  was  due 
to  the  yield  from  springs  dropping  so  much  that  demand  exceeded  the  supply© 

The  minimum  yield  from  all  sources  were  520,000  gallons  per  day  ~ thus 
giving  an  excess  of  3,000  gallons  per  day  over  consumption©

In  1944?  the  Consultant  Engineers  drew  up  a scheme  for  a water 
supply  throughout  the  whole  of  the  Rural  District,  which  the  Council  intended 
putting  into  operation,  subject  to  the  sanction  of  the  Ministry  being  obtainedo 

In  the  space  of  nearly  two  decades  and  up  to  the  time  when  the  Local 
Authority  ceased  to  be  its  ovm  Water  Undertaking  (1st  April,  1965)  the  majority 
of  schemes  prepared  in  1944  have  been  implemented,  either  in  its  original  state, 
or  modified  to  meet  present  day  requirements  and  less  than  1%  only  of  the 
Council *s  area  are  without  a piped  supply  of  water. 

Yields  from  springs  have  been  increased  and  bulk  supplies  utilised, 
storage  is  more  adequate  and  distribution  increased  over  the  period  from 
1947  “ 1965,  despite  the  fact  that  consumption  has  risen  well  over  100%  and 
the  following  information  gives  a fairly  accurate  assessment  of  the  water 
supply  position  at  the  time  when  control  of  the  Rural  District *s  Water  Undertaking 
was  transferred  to  the  new  Water  Board®

HOME  SAFETY  . 


During  the  Autumn  a Home  Safety  Committee  was  inaugurated  in  the 
Stroud  Urban  District  sponsored  by  the  Council,  and  it  is  hoped  that  this 
Committee  will  consider  the  problems  of  Home  Safety  and  devise  means  of  bring- 
-ing  dangers  in  the  home  to  the  notice  of  the  public  so  that  the  tragic  loss  of 
life  in  this  environment  can  be  reduced.  The  importance  of  this  work  is  clear 
when  we  remember  that  some  8,000  people  die  annually  from  Home  Accidents,  a figure 
well  in  excess  of  those  that  die  on  the  roads.  When  this  Committee  has  become 
established  I should  like,  if  possible,  to  see  a similar  effort  made  in  the  south  of 
my  District. 


LABORATORY  FACILITIES. 

Towards  the  end  of  the  year  Dr.  Wright  was  appointed  to  develop  the  Public 
Health  Laboratory  Services  at  Gloucester  as  a separate  unit  from  the  Hospital 
Laboratory  Service,  but  until  his  Laboratory  is  fully  developed,  however,  all  the 
Districts  still  rely  largely  on  the  Public  Analyst,  Mr.  Whittle,  and  the  Bacteriologist, 
Dr.  Cayton,  in  the  Department  at  Bristol.  From  both  these  Departments  we  have 
received  excellent  service  both  as  regards  dealing  with  routine  samples  and  also  on 
the  occasions  when  we  have  needed  an  opinion  based  on  expert  knowledge  of  any 
particular  problem. 

I would  like  to  record  our  appreciation  of  a most  courteous  and  efficient 
service  from  this  Department  at  Bristol.

Individual  District  Councils*  Reports  follow,  based  largely  on  information 
provided  by  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspectors,  to  whom  I am  most  grateful  both 
for  the  information  supplied  and,  of  course,  for  all  the  work  they  have  carried  out 
during  the  year.

Thornb-ory  continues  to  growo  It  is  growing  at  a surprising 
rate  as  the  General  Statistics  showj  1%  last  yearj,  10^  the  year  before  j 
the  District j therefore,  has  considerable  difficulties  in  providing  the 
services  for  the  new  influx  of  population,  and,  at  the  same  time,  to  proceed 
with  the  modernisation  of  some  of  the  existing  services o The  modernisation  of 
old  Council  Houses  is  an  urgent  need,  as  the  days  when  bucket  closets  can  be 
tolerated  are  really  long  past,  and  I feel  that  where  the  elimination  of  this 
anachronism  is  held  up  by  the  absence  of  a village  sewerage  scheme  we  should 
consider  whether  one  of  the  pocket  sewage  disposal  units  or  even  the  modern 
chemical  closet  would  not  be  a useful  temporary  expedient o "^he  problem  of 
providing  modern  accommodation  at  a reasonable  rent  in  the  various  rural  parts 
of  the  District  is  also  difficult  in  view  of  modern  building  costso  It  is, 
however,  a pleasure  to  record  some  of  the  achievements  of  this  yearo 

The  extension  of  the  Thornbury  Sewerage  Treatment  Works  is 
virtually  complete,  and  the  new  Works  will  be  able  to  deal  efficiently  with 
the  discharge  from  the  Town’'s  7,000  populationo  The  Almondsbury  Scheme, 
following  a difficult  phase,  is  also  nearing  completiono  '^he  Villages  of 
Olveston  and  Tockington  will  now  be  sewered  and  will  enable  us  to  eliminate 
some  of  the  troubles  that  arose  from  polluted  ditches  in  that  areao 

Littleton  Water  Works  came  into  production  during  the  spring 
using  the  temporary  filtration  plant,  but,  by  the  end  of  the  year,  the  full 
Works  was  nearing  completion  and  the  District  can  be  proud  to  have  one  of  the 
most  modern  Treatment  Works  in  the  country®  ^he  nature  of  the  source  of  water, 
however,  makes  the  task  of  purification  difficult,  and  the  fact,  of  course, 
that  the  source  is  so  different  from  that  previously  used  to  supply  this  area 
will  make  some  difference  in  taste  almost  inevitable®  The  water  put  into 
supply,  however,  has  been,  without  exception,  wholesome® 

Housing  has  continued  to  be  a major  development  with  extensive 
private  development  in  the  Thornbury  and  Alveston  Areas  especially®  In 
Patchway,  the  Council,  collaborating  with  Bristol,  has  made  a start  on  the 
Overspill  Development,  which  promises  to  produce  an  attractive  Estate 
Development  in  this  southern  part  of  the  District®  It  is  being  built  on 
the  Radburn  plan  about  which  I personally  have  some  misgivings  from  a 
Sociological  point  of  view,  and  I would  like  to  see  a careful  unbiased 
appraisal  of  its  merits  and  demerits  before  the  District  becomes  too 
extensively  involved  in  planning  a whole  future  development  along  these  lines® 

Steady  progress  is  being  made  with  Oldbury  Power  Station  which  it 
is  hoped  will  be  completed  in  1966®  The  Liaison  Committee  has  met  at  Oldbury 
several  times  and  keen  interest  has  been  displayed  in  the  latest  developments 
taking  place  there®  Similarly,  the  Council  has  visited  the  loC®!®  Severnside 
Works  and  inspected  the  great  industrial  plant  now  operational  there®  Indeed, 
this  District  presents  interesting  contrasts  between  the  most  modern  and  the 
old  way  of  rural  life,  but  I think  it  is  fair  to  say  that  modern  development 
is  taking  place  and  modernisation  being  carried  out  while,  at  the  same  time, 
every  effort  is  made  to  ensure  that  we  preserve  the  charm  of  the  countryside 
and  the  old  villages®  Plans  for  the  development  of  Thornbury  Centre  are 
well  advanced  and  it  is  hoped  next  year  further  progress  will  be  made  along 
these  lines®  The  rapid  population  growth  makes  it  imperative  that  this  scheme 
should  be  finalised  as  soon  as  possible,  but  it  is  important  that  it  is 
finalised  in  a way  that  will  produce  a harmocious  and  attractive  Thornbury  for 
the  future® 


The  Health  Department,  during  the  year,  sustained  a blow  in 
the  illness  of  Mr*  0*  Downing*  He  became  suddenly  ill  during  the  summer 
and  has  been  unable  to  return  to  work  since*  He  is,  however,  making  good 
progress  at  home  and  it  is  hoped  that  further  good  reports  on  his  progress 
will  be  received*  Our  Pupil  qualified  in  the  Autumn,  doing  very  well  in 
the  Final  Examinations;  this  reflected  great  credit  both  on  him  and  on  the 
Inspectors  who  have  assisted  in  his  instruction.  The  Clerical  Staff  have 
also  been  affected  by  illness  during  the  year,  and  we  were  deprived  of  the 
valuable  services  of  Mrs*  Pearson  for  some  months.  I am  pleased  to  report 
that  she,  too,  is  making  satisfactory  progress*  All  Members  of  the  Staff 
have  worked  well  and  happily  together  during  the  year  and  it  is  a pleasure 
to  record  my  very  real  appreciation  of  their  work  in  the  service  of  the 
Council  and  the  District* 


REFUSE  COLLECTION  . 

A combined  collection  of  refuse  and  salvage  is  operated 
throughout  the  District;  approximately  two-thirds  being  collected  weekly  with 
the  remainder  fortnightly* 

In  June,  the  Council  agreed  to  purchase  additional  vehicles  to 
enable  the  whole  of  the  District  to  be  put  on  a weekly  collection.  Subject 
to  the  delivery  of  the  vehicles  which  was  expected  to  be  some  nine  monthsp  it 
was  hoped  to  operate  this  increased  frequency  during  the  Spring  of  1965.

From  the  following  tables  the  picture  of  the  Housing  problem  in 
Thornbury  emerges <=  Despite  unprecedented  levels  of  private  enterprise  which 
has  produced  Ip 134  plans  deposited  during  the  yearp  and  the  building  of  233 
Council  Houses  in  the  yearpwe  still  have  a total  Council  Waiting  List  of  722o 
The  Council  has  only  completed  10  Old  Peoples”  units  during  the  yearp  but 
there  are  133  old  people  on  the  Old  Persons*  section  of  the  Waiting  Listo 
The  information  from  the  five  Letting  Areas  shows  that  the  pressure  is  the 
least  in  the  North,  butp even  therep  there  are  still  97  on  the  Waiting  Listo 
I would  emphasise  that  much  more  building  is  still  necessary  and  particularly 
we  should  give  urgent  thought  to  completing  some  of  the  Old  Persons” 
accommodationo  This  often  frees  other  under-occupied  houses  which  can  then  be 
modernised  and  used  for  large  younger  families o In  the  Central  Area  of  the 
District  we  might  well  ascertain  the  possibility  of  planning  mixed  units 
incorporating  Old  Peoples”  Flats  together  with  Warden  supervised  Flatlets o 
This  could  also  perhaps  be  developed  in  association  withp  or  nearp  County 
Council  Welfare  Homes «>  We  would  thus  have  aged  persons"  units  where  the 
people  could  be  moved  from  one  type  of  accommodation  to  another  according 
to  their  needs  without  having  to  make  any  drastic  change  in  the  areas  in 
which  they  livedo  The  outlying  villages  must  not  be  forgottenp  however p and 
here  groups  of  dwellings  planned  in  keeping  with  traditional  country  life  at 
a reasonable  cost  are  badly  neededo  The  modernisation  of  Council  Houses  is 
proceeding  slowlyo  By  the  end  of  the  yearp  the  Charfield  ones  had  been 
completedp  but  we  still  have  Council  Houses  with  inadequate  sanitation  at 
Tytherington  and  Pilningo  ^his  is  something  that  should  not  be  allowed 
to  continue  longer  than  absolutely  necessaryo 

The  unsatisfactory  conditions  of  the  house  let  in  multiple  occupation 
were  discoveredp  and  subsequently  rectifiedp  thanks  to  the  initiative  of 
the  District  Inspectorp  to  whom  credit  is  due  for  the  energetic  way  he 
tackled  the  problem o

THORNBURY  WATER  SUPPLY^ 

I' 

Until  this  year,  hornburj  had  been  accustomed  to  the  hard  water  from 
Alderley  which  came  from  deep  underground  sources o During  the  year,  the 
supplies  were  derived  from  Littleton-on-Severn  where  the  water  was  obtained 
originally  from  the  Severn  mainly  via  the  Sharpness/Gloucester  Ship  Canal o 
Water  is  taken  from  the  Canal  at  Burton  where  it  is  pre-chlorinated  and 
then  pumped  to  Littleton  Treatment  Works.,  From  here  about  half  the  water 
goes  for  industrial  use  at  the  I. Colo  Severnside  Works  and  the  rest  is 
pumped  for  domestic  useo  The  Works  were  not  completed  until  the  end  of  the 
year  but,  before  that,  owing  to  the  urgent  need  for  water  a small  filtration 
plant  was  installed,  capable  of  dealing  with  up  to  1,500,000  gallons  a day. 
This  produced  an  entirely  sterile  supply  which  was  clear  and  fit  for  drinking; 
the  only  problems  that  have  arisen  are  with  regard  to  the  taste  and  smell  of 
the  water  especially  when  heated®  In  both  these  respects  the  supply  has  given 
some  concern  and  detailed  efforts  are  being  made  to  effect  an  improvement® 

It  must  be  realised,  however,  that  different  types  of  water  have  different 
characteristics,  and  inevitably  the  Severn  water  supplied  through  Littleton 
will  always  have  a different  taste  to  that  formerly  supplied,  mainly  from 
Alderley®  When  the  plant  is  completed,  however,  the  Chemists  and  Engineers 
will  have  a Works  of  great  flexibility  and  it  may  well  be  that  further 
improvements  as  regard  taste  and  smell  may  be  effected®  Without  the 
additional  supplies  during  the  summer  months  the  area  would  have  faced  a 
grave  water  shortage®

The  high  number  of  mains  complaints  have  been  due  to  smells  and  tastes 
in  the  water  coming  from  the  Littleton  Works®  With  the  permanent  plant 
coming  into  operation  in  1965,  it  is  hoped  the  complaints  will  cease 0 

Water  Mains? 

Further  mains  have  been  laid  during  the  year,  as  shown  in  the  table, 
and  it  is  hoped  that  before  long  the  District  will  have  essentially  a 
100^  piped  supply,  but  there  may  be,  for  some  time,  isolated  houses  very 
difficult  to  supply  and  others  where  people  still  prefer  to  use  well  water® 

In  most  cases,  the  wells  to-day,  however,  are  found  to  be  polluted®  From 
a public  health  point  of  view,  it  will  be  necessary  to  eliminate  these 
wells  and  provide  piped  water  whenever  it  is  economically  possible®

Analyses  of  Water  Supplies: 

The  following  table  shows  clearly  the  very  different  nature  of  the 
raw  water  used  at  Littleton  compared  with  the  older  sources o Modern  methods 
of  sterilisation  are  so  efficient,  however,  that  the  removal  of  bacteria 
is  comparatively  easy*  It  is  from  the  other  chemical  constituents,  however, 
that  the  characteristics  of  the  water  are  derived  and  these  are  not  so  easily 
alteredo  We  must  also  remember  when  considering  taste  and  smell  that  these 
senses  of  the  human  body  are  extremely  sensitive  and  capable  of  detecting 
the  presence  of  some  substances  in  a dilution  of  only  one  or  two  parts  per 
railliono  None  of  the  following  waters  is  likely  to  be  plumbo-solvento

In  October^  a Joint  Committee  representing  both  Sodbury  Rural  District 
and  Thornbury  Rural  District,  met  to  consider  the  noise  nuisance  arising  in 
Patchway  and  Filton  from  the  aircraft  industry®  After  discussions  it  was 
agreed  to  carry  out  further  investigations  and  the  matter  was  left  to  be 
taken  a stage  further  following  a Conference  of  the  Technical  Officers  of 
the  two  Councils®  The  Technical  Officers  met  and  recommended  that  the 
problem  should  be  reviewed  and  advised  upon  by  a Noise  Consultant  in  the 
hope  that  some  acceptable  noise  level  might  be  agreed  upon,  which  would  be 
reasonable  from  the  point  of  view  of  the  industry  and  also  from  the  point  of 
view  of  the  local  inhabitants® 

The  control  of  noise  is  obviously  a difficult,  problem  as  in  the 
Aircraft  industry  it  is  essential  for  both  national  and  local  life  and  so 
far  noise  is  an  inevitable  accompanient  of  flying®  In  the  future  the 
population  may  well  be  faced  with  having  to  make  a clear  choice  in  this 
respect j for  instance,  in  the  case  of  the  supersonic  bang,  the  public 
through  their  government  will  have  to  declare  themselves®  Do  they  want 
this  phase  of  flying  development  with  its  noise  penalty,  or  is  to  be  rejected? 
Such  decisions  will  call  for  very  responsible  thinking® 

RADIATION  ® 

Berkeley  Power  Station  has  functioned  to  full  capacity  during  the 
year®  Progress  has  been  made  with  Oldbury  Power  Station®  The  Environmental 
Surveys  carried  out  by  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food  in  the 
area  have  all  been  entirely  satisfactory  and  show  no  change  in  the  background 
. radiation  apart  from  that  noted  nationally  and  due  to  fall  out  from  weapon 
testing  in  part®  During  the  year,  application  was  made  by  the  Central 
Electricity  Generating  Board  to  install  an  incinerator  at  Berkeley  for  low 
activity  atomic  waste®  After  enquiries  I was  satisfied  that  this  would 
constitute  no  hazard  to  health  and  the  Councils  have  raised  no  objections 
to  this  development®  •' 


H A L L E N ® 

In  some  ways  this  Village  appeared  more  in  need  of  improvement  than  most 
of  the  District®  In  particular,  I noticed  early  in  the  year  that  the  roads  were 
ill-kept,  that  there  was  a lot  of  litter  in  the  village,  and  polluted  ditches 
at  the  roadside  were  in  evidence®  There  were  also  derelict  buildings  awaiting 
demolition  and  others  awaiting  housing  action®  Abandoned  car  bodies  also  added 
to  the  loss  of  amenities®  The  County  Council  were  approached  regarding  the  roads 
and  the  buildings  in  their  charge  that  were  awaiting  demolition®  The  initiative 
was  also  taken  by  this  Council  regarding  the  other  derelict  buildings®  Further 
efforts  were  also  made  to  deal  with  unfit  houses  in  the  village®  The  final

development  and  reinstatement  of  this  village,  of  course,  awaits  the  sewer, 
which  it  is  hoped,  will  be  commenced  next  year©  By  the  end  of  the  year,  however, 
some  improvement  had  been  effected,  although  much  still  remains  to  be  doneo 

THE  USE  OF  FOUNDRY  SLAGo 

Following  a complaint  of  dust  nuisance  it  came  to  our  notice  during  August 
that  large  quantities  of  foundry  slag  were  being  used  in  the  construction  of  the 
Motorways o A chemical  analysis  of  the  sand  gave  a mineral  content  as  follows:

From  this  it  was  clear  that  there  might  be  a risk  of  pollution  of 
neighbouring  watercourses  with  heavy  metals,  and,  in  particular,  one  was  concerned 
about  the  possibility  of  lead  being  leached  out  should  the  water  be  acid  in 
character o A series  of  tests  were  intitiated  downstream  on  several  rhines 
adjacent  to  the  Motorways;  with  suitable  controls  upstreamo  Following  these 
tests  it  became  clear  that  metal  was  not  being  leached  out  to  any  significant  degree 
and  that  there  was  no  hazard  to  animal  or  human  life*,  ^he  Ministry  of  Transport 
were  accordingly  informed  of  our  results  and  of  the  opinion  that  this  stuff  was  safe 
to  use  providing  it  was  not  used  in  peaty  areas  where  the  water  might  have  a low 
pH  value, 

MILK  SUPPLY  . 

AH  milk  is  now  from  ToT,  herds o This  is  a gratifying  step  forward  and  is 
reflected  in  the  lower  incidence  of  Non- Pulmonary  Tuberculosis,  ^he  next  milk- 
borne  disease  that  needs  attention  is  Brucellosis,  These  organisms  of  Brucella 
Abortus  and  Melatensis  cause  Undulant  Fever,  which  can  be  a serious  and  disabling 
disease  in  man,  while  causing  loss  of  calves  and  failure  to  thrive  in  cattle, 

A Ministry's  scheme  for  innoculation  of  cows  is  a useful  step  towards 
eradication  and  where  herds  are  foxmd  to  be  infected  the  District  Council  can 
impose  a Pasteurisation  Order,  if  necessary,  When  milk  is  heat-treated  it  is 
rendered  safe  as  far  as  Undulant  Fever  is  concerned,  "^he  control  legislation, 
however,  is  weak  and  there  is  nothing  to  prevent  a farmer  from  selling  an 
infected  cow,  thus  clearing  his  own  herd,  but  allowing  the  cow  to  be  brought  into 
another  milking  herd  where,  once  more,  the  process  of  investigation  and  detection  has 
to  be  undertaken  perhaps.  The  control  of  milk  is  excercised  largely  by  the  County 
Health  Department  with  whose  Officers  the  District  Council  Officers  co-operate 
closely.

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SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 


A atudy  of  the  attached  table  will  show  the  extent  to  which  the  District 
is  seweredo  Despite  progress  we  have  only  Gl%  of  the  properties  seweredo  At 
the  end  of  the  year  schemes  are  in  progress  at  Almondsburyj,  Tockihgton  and 
Olveston,  while  plans  are  being  considered  for  Redvick  and  Northwick,  and 
Falfield*  The  Works  at  Thornbury^ have  been  extended  to  cope  with  some  7j000  people 
and  the  extensions  are  very  near  completion,  but  the  effluent  still  has  too  high 
a Biological  Oxygen  Demando  T^g  number  of  water  closets  compared  with  the 
properties  sewered  is  disturbing,  as  it  is  very  difficult  to  prevent  pollution 
of  rhines  if  you  have  water  closet  sanitation  in  the  absence  of  main  sewers o 
It  would  seem  that  the  apparent  ease  of  water  carriage  has  led  to  its 
implementation  and  apoJ-lcation  when  the  factors  for  its  success  are  not  always 
presento  One  wonders  whether  in  isolated  rural  communities  some  other  form  of 
in  situ  disposal  might  not  be  preferable o I would  like  to  see  this  problem, 
together  with  refuse  disposal  for  outlying  villages,  looked  at  afresh  to  see  if  one 
common  means  of  disposal  could  be  devised  on  the  spot,  which  might  be  preferable  to 
the  costly  transport  of  refuse  to  a tip  and  the  transport  of  sewage  via  long  trunk 
mains  to  sewage  works o We  must  not,  however,  allow  difficulties  to  prevent  the 
elimination  of  the  old  bucket  closet,  and  there  are  small  schemes  now  available  to 
us  to  deal  with  this  anachronism  where  it  exists,  for  instance  at  Pilning  and 
Tytheringtono

The  Streamleaze  Caravan  Site  was  completed  during  the  year,  and  with 
the  appointment  of  a Warden  entered  upon  full  functional  activityo  It  is 
an  excellent  site  providing  amenities  second  to  noneo  Small  additions 
only  have  been  required?  clothes  drying  lines  have  had  to  be  provided,  also 
some  people  have  found  a lack  of  fencing  round  their  own  area  to  be  a 
handicap  in  controlling  their  own  and  other  peoples*  children,  but,  on  the 
whole,  the  site  has  provided  permanent  camping  of  a high  quality o Isolated 
sites  are  being  run  down,  and  other  sites  in  ^hornbury,  Aust,  and  Severn 
Beach  are  slowly  being  brought  up  to  standard o 

The  part-year  Licensed  Sites  at  Severn  Beach  still  cause  difficulties, 
both  as  regards  providing  satisfactory  standards  of  amenities  and  in  the 
closing-down  phases  in  the  Autumno  In  the  Autumn  we  often  find  that  there 
are  some  families  who  have  nowhere  elsfe  to  go  and  the  difficulties  of 
removing  them  from  the  sites  are  considerable.  I would  like  to  see  the 
situation  reviewed  and  the  sites  either  given  Permanent  Licences  and  brought 
up  to  a high  standard,  or  else,  have  a very  much  short  Licence  of  say  four 
or  five  months  only,  so  that  they  are  really  genuine  holiday  camps.  In  any 
case,  however,  Severn  Beach  needs  more  permanent  development  to  balance  the 
temporary  accommodation.  It  forms  an  attractive  country  suburb  on  the  banks 
of  the  Severn  close  to  the  industrial  development  of  Severnside,  and  with  an 
efficient  drainage  system  which  we  hope  to  see  in  the  area  before  very  long, 
followed  by  some  permanent  development,  this  area  could  form  a very  pleasant 
residential  district,  '^he  new  sea  wall  is  nearing  completion  and  should 
make  the  area  safe  from  all  serious  risk  of  flooding. 

During  the  year  itinerant  traders  and  gypsies  living  in  Caravans 
have  caused  trouble  from  time  to  time  by  unauthorised  camping  on  waste  ground 
and  any  sites  they  could  find,  particularly  in  the  fringes  of  the  urban 
areas.  Their  complete  lack  of  any  proper  camping  standards  makes  the  sites 
they  occupy  most  unwholesome  and  a danger  to  public  health.  This  problem 
is  being  considered  and  possible  solutions  being  sought  by  the  Councils*  Officers. 
Immediate  difficulties  can  be  overcome  by  rapid  insistence  on  the  travellers 
moving  on  and  preventing  them  from  remaining  on  land  near  the  urban  areas, 
but  whether  this  is  a proper  long  term  solution  is  perhaps  uncertain  as  yet. 

The  Patchway  area,  in  particular,  has  had  difficulties  with  this  type  of 
problem.

The  inspections  made  of  Food  Premises  are  aot  enough  but  the  pressure  of 
work  on  the  Public  Health  Department  in  this  growing  area  is  such  that  it  has 
been  impossible  to  do  more  ■;fc,his  yearo  One  still  sees  examples  of  bad  hygiene 
in  Shops  and  Restaurants o -^he  eradication  of  these  practices^  however^ 
depend^  not  only  on  the  Public  Health  Inspectors,  but  also  on  the  general 
public  who  must  be  prepared  to  complain  about  the  unsatisfactory  conditions 
and  practices,  whether  in  shop  or  restaurant o 


The  Aberdeen  Typhoid  Outbreak  illustrated  how  slender  is  the  defence 
against  the  spread  of  epidemics  even  in  our  community<.  We  cannot  rely  only 
on  the  food  producer  to  make  the  product  safe.*  It  must  be  handled  safely 
all  the  way  to  the  consumer,  and,  here,  I would  emphasise  that  the  last 
link  in  the  chain  must  not  be  forgotteno  A study  of  the  list  of  complaints, 
about  food,  in  the  -^hornbury  area  shows  that  in  at  least  two  cases  it  is 
possible  that  the  storage  of  food  in  the  complainant's  own  house  was  at  faulto 
Once  again,  this  exposes  a field  for  further  health  education o

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  fourth  Annual  Report  upon  the  work 
undertaken  by  the  Public  Health  Department# 

Difficulties  arose  d\n‘ing  the  year  with  the  Refuse  Collection 
Personnel  because  they  felt  they  ware  not  being  adequately  rewarded#  As  a 
result  of  this  a joint  report  was  made  by  the  Treasurer  and  myself  on  a 
proposed  Incentive  Bonus  Scheme#  I am  pleased  to  say  our  recommendations 
were  accepted  by  the  Council  and  tie  Scheme  was  under  a trial  period  at 
the  end  of  the  year#  Our  experience  to  date  leads  us  to  believe  that  the 
Scheme  will  be  successful  and  be  a benefit  to  both  the  Council  and  its 
employees# 

36  unlit  houses  were  dealt  with  under  our  programme  for  the  year 
which  brought  the  total  dealt  with  so  far  to  325 «>  This  progress  has  fitted 
in  well  with  the  capacity  the  Council  has  for  dealing  with  applicants  on 
its  Council  House  Waiting  List#  It  would  also  appear  to  fit  in  with  the 
capacity  of  work  with  which  the  local  building  force  can  cope,  in  addition 
to  its  many  other  undertakings,  in  bringing  unfit  houses  up  to  a reasonable 
standard  following  formal  as  well  as  informal  action#  Many  difficulties 
are  encountered  in  dealing  with  unfit  houses  and  I feel  that  the  Council *3 
attitude  to  owners  of  always  being  helpful  and  patient  as  possible  has 
obviated  many  actions  in  the  Courts# 

The  further  progress  made  during  the  year  in  sewering  the  District 
is  satisfying#  It  included  the  laying  of  new  sewers  in  the  Slimbridge, 

Cambridge,  Stinchcombe,  North  Nibley  and  Nympsfield  areas#  It  is  hoped  that 
many  of  the  potential  health  hazards  from  unsatisfactory  drainage  will  now 
be  eliminated# 

Good  progress  was  made  with  work  under  the  provisions  of  the 
Agriculture  (Health,  Safety  and  Welfare)  H’ovisions  Act,  and  a good  start 
has  been  made  with  the  work  required  under  the  important  Offices,  Shops  and 
Railway  Itemises  Act,  1963#  Less  spectacular,  but  important  for  all  that, 
has  been  all  the  routine  work  connected  with  Food  Hygiene  Regulations,  water 
sampling,  infectious  disease  enquiries,  and  the  public  health  nuisance  provisions 
despite  staff  illness  during  the  year# 

We  were  sorry  to  lose  Mr#  G#  Ashford  at  the  end  of  the  year  after  only 
just  a year  with  us»  We  congratulate  our  Pupil,  Mr#  Jo  Pullin,  for  having 
passed  his  Intermediate  Examination# 

I thank  all  my  fellow  Officers  for  their  help  during  the  year  and,  in 
particular,  the  Engineer  and  Surveyor,  and  the  Housing  Manager,  for  material 
included  in  my  Report  which  was  supplied  by  them#  I thank  my  colleagues  at  the 
Alkali  Works  Inspectors*  Office,  the  Public  Analyst’s  Department  and  the  Public 
Health  Laboratory,  and  also  my  own  staff  for  their  conscientious  work  and  loyalty. 

Finally,  I thank  the  Chairman  and  all  Members  of  the  Council  for  their 
constant  interest  and  support#

AND  UNFIT  HOUSES 


During  the  year<)  36  housea  have  been  dealt  with  as  individual  unfit 
houses  and  the  initial  step  of  serving  the  Notice  of  Time  and  Place  under  the 
provisions  of  Section  165  Housing  Act,  1957,  has  been  taken  either  (a)  when 
the  Council  have  decided  to  re-house  a family,  or,  (b)  following  a report 
from  me  to  the  Housing  Committee  that  a house  should  be  so  dealt  with  and  the 
family  re-housed,  or  (c)  when  an  unfit  house  has  become  unoccupiedo 

17  houses  have  been  demolished  during  the  year  and  28  were  closed j 
none  were  part-closedo  A further  17  houses  have  been  added  to  the  total 
of  unfit  houses  as  a result  of  routine  inspections  during  the  yearo 

The  comprehensive  table  covering  the  five  Districts  forming  the 
Central  Area  of  Gloucestershire  shows  the  progress  we  have  made  in  dealing 
with  unfit  properties o At  the  end  of  the  year  under  review  we  had  initiated 
action  on  76^  of  the  estimated  total o 9 unfit  houses  were  made  fit  during 
the  yearo 

In  addition  to  the  houses  dealt  with  by  formal  action  under  Section  I6, 
many,  which  are  not  in  such  a bad  state  of  unfitness,  are  dealt  with  by 
informal  notices,  and,  in  a large  percentage  of  these  cases,  an  application 
for  an  Improvement  Grant  results®  36  such  informal  notices  were  served  during 
the  yearo 

It  would  appear  that  the  local  builders  have  their  Order  Books 
continually  full  with  a result  that  notices  are  not  always  dealt  with  as 
promptly  as  we  would  wish  but  I only  found  it  necessary  to  recommend  the 
service  of  an  Abatement  Notice  in  six  instances®  In  three  instances.  Court 
Action  was  recommended  but  following  the  notification  that  such  action  had 
been  agreed  by  the  Council  the  necessary  works  were  carried  out® 

During  the  year  I have  found  a large  increase  in  the  number  of  persons 
buying  older  properties  to  occupy  them  and  in  the  amount  of  '*Do  It  Yourself 
repairs;  this  type  of  work  was  not  always  up  to  a tradesman's  standard  and 
caused  difficulties®

In  addition  to  the  aforementioned  sites  there  are  7 sites  which  are 
not  licensed  and  which  have  been  refused  Planning  Permission*  In  instances  where 
Planning  Permission  has  been  refused  we  have  pressed  for  the  Planning  Authority 
to  carry  out  enforcement  action* 

The  Conditions  imposed  by  Temporary  Site  Licences  are  not  so  stringent 
as  those  for  Permanent  Sites  and  they  are  issued  in  respect  of  persons  living  on 
a site  whilst  a dwelling  is  being  erected*  One  Licensed  Site  for  2 Caravans  has 
been  happily  occupied  by  a Romany  family  for  many  years* 

To  date.  Caravans  have  not  been  a real  problem  in  the  District  and  it 
has  not  been  necessary  for  the  Council  to  set  up  its  own  site. 
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WATER  SUPPLIES  « 


Main  Supplies? 

30  routine  samples  of  mains  water  have  been  taken  for  Bacteriological 
Examination  and  6 for  Chemical  Analysis  during  the  year.  The  majority  of 
these  samples  were  taken  as  a result  of  trouble  which  has  been  experienced 
in  the  Slimbridge  and  Cam  Parishes  supplied  with  water  drawn  from  the 
Gloucester  Water  Undertaking's  Trunk  Main.. 

During  the  hot  weather  there  was  an  increased  incidence  of 
discolouration  and  deposit  in  the  water  and  the  sample  results  showed  the 
presence  of  iron  and  organic  deposits <>  The  trouble  was  widespread  but 
nowhere  as  bad  as  at  Slimbridge. 

A joint  meeting  between  representatives  of  this  Council  and  the 
Gloucester  Water  Undertaking  took  place  at  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and 
Local  Government  in  November  to  discuss  this  problem.  The  Ministry 
appears  to  take  the  view  that  the  problem  largely  arises  in  the  Council's 
main  but  they  were  uncertain  as  to  the  actual  cause  of  the  trouble.  The 
Ministry  indicated  that  they  would  permit  the  Council  to  re-lay  part  of 
the  Slimbridge  mains  in  P.V.C.  and  the  scheme  is  being  prepared  with  a 
view  to  the  work  being  carried  out  early  in  1965 <> 

Erivate  Supplies: 

During  the  year,  1 shallow  well  and  2 borehole  supplies  were 
sampled.  The  shallow  well  was  unsatisfactory  and  the  owners  concerned  were 
requested  to  take  a supply  from  the  Council's  mains. 

Both  borehole  supplies  were  chemically  satisfactory  but  one  was 
not  bacteriologically  satisfactory  and  the  appropriate  advice  was  given.

I hope  to  be  in  the  position  of  being  able  to  do  more  investigations 
during  1965  into  the  question  of  private  water  supplies.

During  the  year  good  progress  was  made  with  the  laying  of  new  sewers 
in  the  Slimbridge^  Cambridge,  Stinchcombe  and  North  Nibley  areas o The  sewage 
from  Slimbridge  and  Cambridge  will  be  pumped  to  the  newly  enlarged  Works  at 
Coaley  Junction  and  a new  Disposal  Works  has  been  built  to  receive  the  sewage 
from  North  Nibley  and  the  greater  part  of  Stinchcombe.. 

The  laying  of  new  sewers  in  the  Nympsfield  Parish  commenced  during 

the  yearo 

Some  progress  has  been  made  with  the  connection  of  properties  to  the 
Council’s  new  sewers  but  it  is  evident  that  more  progress  is  made  with  owner/ 
occupied  high  value  properties  than  with  the  older  type  tenanted  properties « 

The  Council  have  decided  to  give  priority  during  the  current 
financial  year  for  the  preparation  of  schemes  to  provide  a sewer  in  the  Woodend 
Lane  area  of  Cam,  and  the  hamlet  of  Wortley,  near  Wotton-Under-Edge .

For  a few  months  of  the  year  the  contents  of  the  Cesspool  Emptier  were 
discharged  into  the  sewer  at  Water  Lane,  Wotton-Under-Edge,  when  it  was  working 
in  that  area,  but,  upon  the  advice  of  the  Engineer  and  Surveyor,  it  was 
decided  that  all  the  Cesspool  Emptier  contents  should  be  taken  to  the  Coaley 
Outfall  Works  where  they  are  discharged  on  to  an  area  of  land#  An  item  has 
been  included  in  the  Estimates  for  1965/66  to  construct  suitable  drying  beds 
at  the  Coaley  Junction  Works  to  receive  this  sewage.

REFUSE. 


Refuse  Collection  8 

During  the  year  two  Shelvoke  & Drewry  25  cubic  yard  Fore  & Aft  Tip 
Freighters  have  been  used  for  collecting  refuse,  each  with  a driver /loader  and 
two  loaders.  An  additional  loader  has  been  employed  spending  part  of  his  time 
with  one  wagon  and  the  remainder  of  his  time  with  the  other  when  the  wagons 
have  been  collecting  from  the  urbanised  areas. 

Difficulties  were  experienced  during  the  year  with  collection  personnel 
and,  as  a result  of  this,  an  Incentive  Scheme  was  drawn  up  towards  the  end  of 
the  year  jointly  by  the  Treasurer  and  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector o ^he 
reasons  for  proposing  this  Scheme  were  (a)  to  retain  the  personnel  who  had 
proved  themselves  hardworking  and  reliable,  because  a rapid  turnover  in  men 
would  prove  to  be  more  costly  in  overtime  and  vehicle  expense  than  rewarding 
the  existing  personnel,  (b)  to  avoid  overtime,  if  at  all  possible,  so  that  the 
Refuse  Tip  can  be  left  in  a tidy  state  at  night,  (c)  to  enable  the  personnel 
to  be  rewarded  for  responding  to  the  incentive  given. 

Basically,  the  Scheme  provides  for  the  payment  of  a daily  bonus 
providing  the  men  complete  their  task  properly  and  by  a fixed  time.  It  also 
provides  for  additional  pa3rments  as  the  population  grows  and  the  number  of 
bins  picked  up  increases. 

The  Council  accepted  the  Scheme  and  agreed  that,  in  the  first  instance, 
it  should  operate  for  three  months  and  then  be  reviewed. 

Refuse  Bins: 

The  table  below  shows  the  detail  of  the  number  of  Dustbins  issued  during 
the  year  under  the  Council's  Hire  Scheme:

Refuse  Disposal: 

We  have  only  one  Refuse  Tip, which  is  situated  at  Everside  Lane,  Cam,  and 
the  refuse  from  the  whole  of  the  District  continued  to  be  tipped  there  during 
the  year. 

Following  a very  hot  dry  summer  period  we  had  an  unfortunate  fire  at  the 
Tip  which  we  feel  was  caused  by  the  sun  shining  through  glass  because  it  occurred 
before  the  men  had  left  the  a large  area  of  the  ^ip  had  to  be  isolated  to 

permit  it  to  burn  itself  out  because  the  fire  took  place  in  an  area  of  very 
deep  tipping.  I should  like  to  record  o\ir  thanks  for  the  help  we  received  from 
the  Fire  Service  in  controlling  this  fire. 

A large  quantity  of  dry  sewage  sludge  was  hauled  to  the  Tip  during  the 
summer  and  we  were  fortunate  in  obtaining  covering  material  in  the  form  of 
foundry  sand  from  a local  engineering  firm  and  a quantity  of  soil  from  the 
*^ounty  Council. 
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As  Dursley  Rural  ^strict  Council  are  responsible  for  the  repair 
and  maintenance  of  Evers ide  Lane  tenders  were  invited  for  tarmacing  it  but 
the  prices  quoted  were  so  high  that  the  Council  were  recommended  to  keep  the 
Lane  in  good  repair  by  the  use  of  stone  onlyo  This  work  was  carried  out 
successfully  during  the  yearo

It  has  to  be  borne  in  mind  when  studying  these  results  that  the  wind 
directions  from  the  heavier  sources  of  pollution  to  or  from  the  position  of 
the  apparatus  affects  the  figures  to  quite  an  extent.  The  figures  show  that 
the  pollution  at  this  site  was  a little  less  in  the  winter  months  of  1964 
than  in  1963  and  a little  more  during  the  summer  months . 

Our  most  serious  source  of  Atmospheric  Pollution  is  from  a Local  Foundry 
where  both  hot  and  cold  blast  Cupolas  are  in  use.  Although  we  have  a close 
liaison  with  the  Alkali  Works  Inspector,  Mr.  Colehan,  and  with  joint  effort, 
endeavour  to  keep  pollution  at  a minimum,  on  many  occasions  during  the  year 
conditions  were  far  from  satisfactory. 

We  eagerly  await  the  Report  of  the  Working  Party  set  up  to  study  this 
particular  problem. 
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During  the  year  three  applications  for  prior  approval  were  received 
under  Section  3 of  the  Clean  Air  Act,  1956,  in  connection  with  new  oil-fired 
boiler  installations » Prior  approval  was  given  in  each  case,  ^t  was 
necessary  in  one  of  these  cases  to  ask  that  the  chimney  be  taken  up  higher 
than  that  proposed  on  the  plan^  In  addition,  four  notifications  of  intention 
to  install  new  boilers  were  received. 

FOOD  HYGIENE. 

Food  Hygiene  Regulations.  1955. 

During  the  year  372  visits  have  been  made  to  Food  Premises.  There  is 
still  room  for  improvement  in  some  food  premises  and  it  has  been  found  that 
the  poorest  standard  is  usually  in  the  poorest  premises,  ^here  would  appear 
to  be  a greater  incentive  to  maintain  a high  standard  in  the  modernised  and 
new  premises. 

We  still  have  further  work  to  carry  out  in  connection  with  mobile 
shops  and  other  hawkers  of  food.

HAIRDRESSERS  & BARBERS  SHOPS. 

The  1st  September,  1963,  had  been  declared  by  the  Council  the  Appointed 
Day  from  which  Section  I66  of  the  ^Gloucestershire  County  Council  Act  would 
have  effect  in  the  area®  The  Section  requires  every  person  carrying  on  the 
business  of  Hairdressers*  or  Barbers'  Shops  on  any  premises  to  be  registered® 

The  Council  also  made  Byelaws  during  the  year  under  the  Public  Health  Act,  1961, 
dealing  with  standards  of  cleanliness  of  persons  and  premises® 

Those  persons  in  the  District  known  to  be  Hairdressers  were  notified  of 
the  new  requirements  and  I6  applications  were  received  for  registration® 
Inspections  have  been  carried  out  and  advice  given  particularly  in  connection 
with  the  sterilisation  of  instruments  and  equipment® 

The  Public  Health  Committee  has  expressed  some  concern  about  the 
Hairdressers  who  do  not  have  to  be  registered,  and,-  in  these  cases,  visits 
will  be  made  and  advice  given  in  an  attempt  to  bring  them  up  to  the  same  standard 
as  those  which  are  registered® 
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AGRICULTURE  (SAFETY.  HEALTH  & WELFARE)  PROVISIONS  ACT 4956. 

During  the  year,  144  farms  were  inspected,  which  completed  the  first 
Sujrvej  of  the  175  farms  within  the  District. 

Because  of  the  difficulty  when  dealing  with  farmers  who  employ 
seasonal  labour  for  potato  planting  and  harvesting,  19  Statutory  Notices 
were  served  under  the  provisions  of  the  above  Acto  If  this  procedure  was 
not  adopted  it  would  often  work  out  in  practice  that  by  the  time  a 
preliminary  notice  was  served  and  time  given  for  it  to  be  complied  with  the 
particular  season  could  well  be  overo  Once  a Statutory  Notice  has  been  served 
it  is  an  offence  at  any  time  in  the  future  if  employees  are  not  provided  with 
the  necessary  toilet  accommodation. 

PET  ANIMALS  ACT,  and  ANIMAL  BOARDING  ESTABLISHMENTS  ACT.

During  Maj  and  June,  Test  Baita  were  laid  in  the  sewer  systems  of 
Cam,  Dursley,  Uley  and  Wotton-Under-Edgeo  One  infestation  was  found  and 
treated  in  both  the  Cam  and  Wotton-Under-Edge  Parishes,  Treatment  was  again 
carried  out  in  October  at  both  of  these  sites. 

Although  in  some  instances  householders  are  reluctant  to  carry  out 
elementary  proofing  measures  against  rodents  it  has  been  found  that  such 
work  can  readily  prevent  infestations  of  rats  and  mice. 

A considerable  amount  of  rodent  control  work  is  carried  out  under 
the  terms  of  Maintenance  Treatment  Agreements  which  the  Council  enter  into 
with  Business  Firms  and  Farmers,  At  the  end  of  the  year  the  value  of  these 
Agreements  was  £342,  5s,  Od,  This  is  a valuable  contribution  to  the  control 
of  rodents  and  one  which,  I am  sure,  is  appreciated  by  the  Business  Firms 
and  Farmers  concerned.

Report  of  the  Surveyor  and  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I am  pleased  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  196 4>  which  is  my 
sixth  to  the  Council. 

All  aspects  of  the  work  of  the  Department,  which  includes  highways, 
surveying,  building  surveying,  playing  and  amenity  areas,  council  building 
schemes,  maintenance  and  improvements  to  council  buildings,  assessment  of 
Council  House  applications,  petroleum  regiilations  and  all  the  multitude 
public  health  duties  received  due  attention.  A more  detailed  insight  into 
the  various  duties  may  be  obtained  from  the  summary  of  visits  on  page  92 
of  this  Report.  The  wide  scope  of  all  these  duties  entails  the  careful 
making  of  priorities  by  the  Council,  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  I. 

Thus  we  aim  to  deploy  our  resources  to  the  best  advantage  to  the  residents 
of,  and  visitors  to,  Nailsworth.  It  is  inevitable,  therefore,  that  some 
branches  of  the  work  receive  more  attention  than  others.  In  my  opinion,  a 
Chief  Officer  should  never  be  fully  satisfied  with  progress  and  as  you  will 
see  in  later  sections  of  the  report  that  lack  of  progress  in  some  duties  does 
not  please  me.  In  particular,  I would  refer  to  housing,  i.e.  renewal,  slum 
clearance  and  improvements,  food  hygiene,  water  supplies,  offices  and  shops, 
petroleum  installations  and  the  concern  that  overrides  every  other  that  we 
have  no  definite  reserves  to  call  on  for  assistance  with  the  increasingly 
onerous  meat  inspection  duties. 

I was  sorry  when  Mr.  J.M.V. Smith  left  at  the  end  of  the  year,  because 
Mr.  James  and  he  had  made  a good  team  for  dealing  with  all  the  work, 
especially  meat  inspection. 

Once  again,  I am  pleased  to  thank  all  Council  Members  and  all  the 
staff  for  the  support  and  assistance  given  me  during  the  year.

overcrowding  in  Council  Houses  on  the  Register,  but  the 
Council  are  hoping  to  overcome  them  by  building  new  4-bedroom 
houses  and  by  exchanges  of  tenancies. 


INFORMAL  ACTION: 

1.  Housing  and  Public  Health  Acts:  Twenty-six  houses  were  repaired  and  sixteen 
unfit  houses  were  made  fit  by  informal  action.  A large  amount 
of  drive  and  work  went  into  obtaining  these  figures  and  it  was 
particularly  gratifying  to  obtain  sixteen  more  fit  houses. 


2.  Houses  in  Multiple  Occupation:  The  position  regarding  the  three  known  houses 
in  multiple  occupation  was  carefully  watched. 

IMPROVEMNT  GRANTS: 


The  overall  statistics  for  this  work  are  given  below.  However,  there  was  a 
40^  increase  in  the  number  of  grants  this  year,  but  pleasing  as  this  is,  it  is 
only  touching  the  fringe  of  the  problem.

The  small  movement  in  tenancies  during  the  year  (table  3 above) 
indicates  that  generally  the  tenants  are  satisfied  with  their  living 
accommodation,  whilst  table  2 above  shows  the  need  for  the  new  houses, 
now  being  negotiated  by  the  Council. 

At  the  31st  December,  1964,  the  Deputy  Surveyor  had  nearly  completed 
the  tender  documents  for  the  improvement,  with  the  aid  of  Discretionary 
Grants,  of  the  thirty  pre-war  houses  on  the  Typings  Estate. 

The  external  painting  contract  for  Park  Road  was  completed  this  year. 

Routine  maintenance  of  Council  owned  properties  was  carried  out  by  the 
direct  labour  staff  of  two  men.

Diseases  and  abnormal  conditions  found  on  inspection  resulted  in

Septicaemia  in  various  forms  is  now  the  main  cause  of  total  condemnation 
of  meat  and  offalo  Incidence  of  'tuberculosis  is  waning  but  the  figures  in  (i) 
show  that  increased  vigilance  is  required  to  diagnose  ito 

Only  on  rare  occasions  is  it  possible  to  do  any  form  of  ante-mortem 
inspection!,  because  large  number  of  pigs  arrive  and  are  slaughtered^  whilst 
post  mortem  inspection  is  in  progress o Also  it  is  impossible  to  allocate  an 
inspector  to  this  work  alone o 

(iii)  The  Meat  Insneetion  Regulations o 1963 o 

%iefly  the  Regulations  make  it  a statutory  duty  for  all  local  authorities 
to  arrange  for  meat  for  human  consumption  slaughtered  in  their  districts  to  be 
inspected  by  qualified  inspectors  by  the  1st  October j,  1965  o Local  authorities 
may  charge  the  actual  cost  of  the  inspection  service  to  the  occupier  of  the 
slaughterhouse  up  to  a maximum  cost  laid  down  by  the  Ministry  for  each  particular 
class  of  animalo  The  regulations  prescribe  the  method  of  inspection  and  indicate 
to  the  inspector  the  judgment  he  should  make  as  to  fitness  or  otherwise o When 
satisfied  that  the  meat  is  fit  the  inspector  must  put  his  mark  on  ito  They  also 
regulate  the  duties  of  the  personnel  of  the  slaughterhouse  in  assisting  the 
inspector  in  his  tasko 

In  the  previous  '^iual  Report^  I summarised  the  difficulties  in  complying 
with  the  Regulations!,  because  only  ,30  seconds  or  less  are  available^  due  to  the 
speed  of  the  linep  to  carry  out  the  full  inspection  procedure  and  make  a sound 
judgment  of  each  carcase  and  item  of  offalo  Further  amenciments  to  inspection 
procedure  were  made  during  the  year  on  a ’’work  study**  basis,  but  the  smooth 
running  of  this  was  hampered  by  the  fact  that  MTo  JoMoVoSmith!,  who  had  pioneered 
this  work  with  Mto  James  left  at  the  end  of  1963 « His  successor  did  not  start 
until  the  6th  Aprils  19645)  and  took  a while  to  adjust  to  the  speed  of  the  lineo 

During  staff  vacancies  and  leave  periods  we  were  again  greatly  indebted 
to  the  Stroud  Urban  District  Council  Pu.blic  Health  Inspectors 5,  who  are  the  only 
ones  in  the  area  capable  of  inspecting  the  pigs  at  the  required  speed o 

It  should  be  appreciated  that  two  Inspectors  are  stretched  nearly  to  the 
limit  of  their  mental  and  physical  capabilities  to  cope  with  the  speed  of 
inspection  for  fairly  long  periods  without  reliefo  ^hereforep  it  has  been 
necessary  to  arrange  for  each  Inspector  to  have  a short  break  in  the  middle  of  a 
2 to  3-2  hours  sessiorip  by  my  taking  over  their  duties  for  a short  periodo  It 
must  also  be  emphasised  that  ¥©  have  no  reserves  available  for  relief  inspection 
should  Stroud  Urban  District  Council  be  unable  to  assist  us,  with  the  consequent 
grave  risk  of  a breakdown  in  this  statutory  service o 

General s 

A 4-0%  increase  in  the  number  of  pigs  slaughtered,  compared  with  the  previous 
year  brought  a welcome  increase  in  meat  inspection  income  with  a corresponding 
increase  in  the  time  spent  on  this  service « Tjtiere  a-^e  strong  indications  that 
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a further  sharp  increase  in  numbers  may  hB expected  in  the  ensuing  year. 


We  again  enjoyed  full  co-operation  with  the  factory  management  and  staff 
in  respect  of  meat  inspection  and  food  hygiene. 

(b ) Food  Inspection  and  Food  Eygiene: 

(i)  Milk; 

Samples  of  milk  were  taken  by  the  ^ounty  Council  and  no  faults  were 
noticed  in  respect  of  the  processing  and  handling  of  milk. 

(ii)  Icecream; 


Of  the  twenty  samples  of  ice-cream  taken  during  the  year,  seven  were 
classed  as  Provisional  Grade  1,  twelve  were  in  Provisional  Grade  2, 
and  one  was  in  Provisional  Grade  3* 

The  Provisional  Grade  3 was  taken  from  the  ice-cream  factory,  but 
our  immediate  efforts  produced  Grade  1 samples  for  the  rest  of  the 
year.  All  the  Grade  2 samples,  which  came  from  retailers,  were 
investigated  with  encouraging  results.

Eighty-eight  visits  were  made  to  the  above  premises  during  the  year.  We 
realise  that  this  insufficient,  especially  to  the  manufacturing  and 
wholesale  establishments,  but  it  was  the  most  we  could  achieve  without 
disrupting  other  vital  work. 

(iv)  Mobile  Food  Vendors; 


In  my  opinion  the  existing  legislation  needs  strengthening  to  control 
these  businesses  and  to  provide  funds,  perhaps  by  means  of  a licence 
fee  to  the  local  authority,  for  the  expenses  incurred  in  chasing  them. 
However,  the  two  hawkers  and  two  mobile  shops  registered  under  the 
Gloucestershire  County  Council  Act  complied  with  this  legislation. 

(v)  Inspection  of  Other  Food; 

Inspection  of  canned  goods  and  other  food  usually  arises  from  requests 
from  the  wholesale  grocer  and  other  food  vendors.  Foods  found  unfit 
for  human  consumption  and  voluntarily  surrendered  were  as  follows;

No  new  staff  were  engaged  for  this  workp  but  the  three  Public  Health 
Inspectors  were  appointed  by  the  Council  to  enforce  the  Acto 
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2o  Registration  of  and  visits  to  premises: 

Although  much  notice  was  given  nationally  and  locally  of  the  Act  the 
majority  of  the  premises  were  not  registered  on  the  prescribed  dates.  The 
traders'  organisation  was  supplied  with  forms  and  when  it  was  found  that  many 
registrations  were  not  forthcoming  a form  was  sent  to  each  relevant  premises. 
Finally  one  of  the  Inspectors  made  personal  visits  to  occupiers  of  premises 
who  had  not  registered.  This  process  took  a long  time,  so  it  was  not  until 
the  end  of  the  year  that  all  the  relevant  premises  were  believed  to  be 
registered.  However,  no  exemptions  were  sought  by  occupiers  of  premises. 

It  was  not  found  possible  to  fully  inspect  any  of  the  premise  during 
the  period  under  review. 

3o  Accident  due  to  unguarded  machinery: 

A lorry  driver  sustained  injuries  to  one  hand  when  it  was  "pinched" 
in  a conveyor  belt  whilst  he  was  unloading  groceries.  By  the  end  of  the 
year  the  Council  decided  to  issue  a formal  warning  to  the  occupier  as  he 
had  agreed  to  guard  the  machine.

I would  particularly  like  to  endorse  his  remarks 
on  Homes  in  Multiple  Occupation*  The  closest  supervision 
of  these  is  necessary  to  prevent  them  from  degenerating 
into  slums*  Particularly  is  this  so  in  houses  occupied 
by  immigrants  who  may  have  been  used  to  living  in  housing 
standards  that  are  very  different  from  the  ones  required

Good  progress  has  been  made  with  housing  but  more 
houses  are  still  needed  to  complete  the  re-housing  of  people 
from  unfit  properties  and  from  older  war-time  prefabricated 
houses*  Although  ugly  from  outside,  these  units  were,  in 
many  ways,  a very  good  home  for  small  families,  and  it  is  a

The  Council  has  made  further  progress  in  the  plans 
for  developing  the  centre  of  the  town, but  it  is  to  be  hoped 
that  the  old  world  charm  of  Stroud  will  not  be  lost  in  such

MTe  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I am  privileged  to  present  my  fourteenth  Annual  Report  to  the  Council, 
that  for  1964o 

Although  the  year  was  comparatively  uneventful,  sound  progress  was 
achieved  in  all  aspects  of  public  health  dutieso  The  Department  endeavours  to 
be  a forward  looking  one,  seeking  to  obtain  as  high  a standard  as  possible  in 
environmental  hygiene  but  at  the  same  time  maintaining  a realistic  approach  to 
every  day  problems « 

The  Slum  Clearance  picture  is  an  encouraging  one  =•  90  unfit  houses  made 
into  fit  dwellings,  18  converted  for  business  use,  l69  closed  and  251  demolished  “ 
leaving  only  76  out  of  a total  of  614  to  be  dealt  with..  The  1964  Housing  Act 
introduced  new  powers  for  the  improvement  of  dwellings  and  this  will  no  doubt 
be  the  next  aspect  of  housing  work  on  which  the  Department  will  be  engagedo 

Food  hygiene  was  again  given  as  much  attention  as  possible  and  the 
Aberdeen  typhoid  epidemic  proved  a stimulant  to  public  health  workers  and  food 
handlers  alike  in  this  vital  subject o 

In  the  field  of  meat  inspection  complete  coverage  was  maintainedo  The 
number  of  pigs  examined  at  the  Ebley  bacon  factory  showed  a considerable  increase 
compared  with  1963,  the  Abattoir  figures  remaining  much  the  same  as  hithertOo 
Income  from  meat  inspection  charges  and  Grant  totalled  some  £1,490^ 

A start  was  made  under  the  Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act,  1963, 
but  it  is  felt  that  considerable  care  will  have  to  be  exercised  in  the  implementation 
of  the  provisions  of  the  Act  in  respect  of  certain  premises  because  of  the 
uncertainty  concerning  the  extent  of  the  central  area  renievelopment  proposals » 

An  interesting  innovation  was  participation  in  a Health  Education 
exhibition  at  Stroud  Show,  great  interest  being  shown  by  the  general  public  in. 
the  various  stands® 

The  Department  suffered  a considerable  loss  in  November,  when  MroLoGoNorman 
left  to  take  a post  with  the  Gloucestershire  County  Council®  He  had  been  with 
us  for  some  eleven  years,  during  which  time  he  was  a tower  of  strength  in  the 
Department®  His  intimate  and  detailed  knowledge  of  the  District  will  be  greatly 
missed® 


Finally  I would  like  to  pay  tribute  to  the  other  staff  in  the  Department 
for  their  excellent  work  during  the  year  and  also  to  thank  the  Chairman  of  the 
Council,  the  Chairman  of  the  Public  Health  Committee  and  other  members  of  the 
Council  for  their  continued  interest  and  support®

A further  47  unfit  houses  were  dealt  with  in  19645  unfortunately  37  more 
properties  had  to  be  added  to  the  list  so  that  the  percentage  dealt  with  at 
3I.2I064  was  87o62  compared  with  84o78  at  31ol2o63o  The  increase  of  37  was  due  to 
two  factors..  Firstly,  the  opportunity  was  taken  during  1964  to  make  a careful 
check  of  various  properties  known  to  be  sub-standard,  to  ascertain  whether  they  had 
been  improved  or  if  they  had  deteriorated  to  an  extent  to  cause  them  to  be  classed 
as  unfit.  The  net  result  was  the  addition  of  some  25  to  the  list.  The  inclusion  of 
the  remaining  pre-fabricated  bungalows  at  Kilminster  Road  accounted  for  the  other  12e 


In  all  the  circumstances  the  Slum  Clearance  picture  in  the  Stroud  Urban 
area  is  quite  an  encouraging  one  and  the  Public  Health  Department  will  continue  to 
seek  every  opportunity  to  expedite  demolition  and  clearance,  at  the  same  time 
securing  the  improvement  of  houses  that  can  be  saved.

During  the  year,  77  houses  were  let,  whilst  7 direct  exchanges  and 
41  transfers  of  tenancies  were  carried  out. 

The  third  grouped  dwellings  scheme  was  opened  at  Uplands  during  the  year^ 
comprising  30  flats  with  warden’s  accommodation  and  communal  facilities. 
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Improvement  Scheme  - Council  Houses* 

The  improvement  scheme  is  now  practically  completed,  and  at  the  end  of 
the  year  571  houses  had  been  improved  with  the  installation  of  hot  water  systems,, 
wash  basins  and  the  renewal  of  landlord's  fixtures  and  fittings,  including  the 
complete  re-wiring  of  the  electrical  systems.  The  majority  of  these  houses 
attracted  a Standard  Grant,  four  being  improved  with  the  aid  of  a Discretionary 
Grant,  where  a bathroom  and  separate  W.C.  facilities  were  constructed.

E.  HOUSES  LET  IN  MULTIPLE  OCCUPATION; 

This  problem  is  fortunately  not  serious  within  the  Urban  -district.  There 
is  no  sign  of  any  increase  in  the  quite  small  number  of  houses  in  multiple 
occupation,  and  steps  have  been  taken  during  the  year  to  ensure  the  provision  and 
maintenance  of  minimal  standards  of  amenity  in  a number  of  such  houses. 

It  is  found  that,  where  the  Department  is  able  to  take  action  in  the 
early  stages  of  multi-occupation  - or,  indeed,  before  multi-occupation  becomes 
a feature  of  a particular  house  - control  of  occupation  and  amenity  standards 
is  greatly  facilitated. 

MEAT  AND  FOOD  INSPECTION. 

A.  EBLEY  ABATTOIRS 

The  Abattoir  has  continued  to  be  run  satisfactorily  by  the  Cotswold 
Wholesale  Meat  Co.  Ltd.,  and  no  weekend  slaughtering  was  found  to  be  necessary. 

B.  BACON  FACTORY? 

During  the  year,  Messrs.  Smith  Rogers  & Co.  Ltd.  became  associated  with 
a London  Company  with  similar  interests,  and  this  resulted  in  a considerable 
increase  in  the  number  of  pigs  slaughtered.  It  is  understood  that  the  Company 
have  plans  for  improving  the  slaughtering,  dressing  and  processing  sides  of  the 
business  and  we  look  forward  to  their  implementation  in  due  course. 

C.  TUBERCULOSIS  ORDER  AND  TUBERCULOUS  REACTORS; 

No  cattle  were  received  at  The  Abattoir  under  these  headings  during  the 
year,  but  tuberculosis  was  found  in  a heifer.  A sow  and  a pig  were  also  found 
to  be  affected  with  generalised  tuberculosis  and  the  entire  carcases  and  organs 
were  condemned.  In  each  case  information  was  passed  to  the  Divisional  Veterinary 
Officer  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food,  who  was  also  given 
details  of  incidents  where  numbers  of  pigs  from  the  same  source  were  found  to  be 
affected  with  localised  tuberculosis.

L,  MEAT  INSPECTION  REGULATIONS.  1963; 

The  Regulations  finally  came  into  effect  on  the  1st  October,  2.963 s> 
with  the  principal  intentions  of  (a)  ensuring  100^  inspection  of  all  meat  supplies 
on  a national  basis;  and  (b)  enabling  local  authorities  to  make  charges  on  the 
trade  for  the  service  of  meat  inspection. 

The  implementation  of  100%  inspection  presented  no  problem,  since  this 
has  been  the  practice  in  this  Authority  for  many  years.  Some  minor  alterations  in 
the  sequence  of  the  techiiques  of  post-mortem  inspection  were  found  necessary,  however, 
and  have  been  satisfactorily  achieved  through  work  study  in  co-operation  with  the 
slaughtering  managements. 

The  charge  for  the  service  of  meat  inspection  was  not  willingly 
accepted  by  the  trade,  so  that  the  co-operation  which  has  been  shown  by  both 
companies  towards  facilitating  the  changes  which  have  been  necessary  in  the 
techniques  of  meat  inspection,  is  very  much  appreciated. 

An  Exchequer  Grant  totalling  £129.  in  respect  of  the  pre-Regulations 
period  1st  April,  1963,  to  30th  September,  1963,  was  received  during  the  year. 

The  income  from  meat  inspection  fees  for  1964  amounted  to  £1,361. 
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ICE-CREAM : 


A marked  average  improvement  in  the  bacteriological  quality  of  samples 
submitted  for  examination  is  evident  as  compared  with  the  results  for  the  previous 
yearo  This  improvement  was  the  result  of  the  measures  taken,  during  both  years, 
to  impress  upon  food  handlers  concerned  the  extreme  importance  of  proper  hygienic 
precautions.

In  all  cases,  the  Department's  investigations  resulted  in  the  correction  of 
faulty  methods  or  improvement  of  standards  of  hygiene  in  the  manufacturing  and 
distributing  businesses  whose  products  were  involvedo  It  is  considered  that  this 
aspect  of  such  investigations  is  far  more  important  to  the  public  at  large  than  would 
be  the  prosecution  of  offenders  for  what  are,  in  the  legal  sense,  isolated  examples 
of  inadvertence  or  human  failure » The  salutary  effects  arising  from  such  complaints 
being  brought  promptly  to  the  Department  cannot  be  too  strongly  emphasised©

WATER  SUPPLY© 

A©  DOMESTIC  SUPPLIES: 

Over  99^  of  the  inhabited  houses  in  the  district  are  served  by  mains  supply© 

Of  the  29  houses  not  served,  23  have  supplies  piped  into  the  houses  “ 19  from 
springs  and  4 from  wells,  two  use  a collecting  chamber  served  by  a spring  and  4 have 
wells©  Tbe  number  is  constantly  being  reduced  and  a further  series  of  samples  is  due 
to  be  taken  in  1965© 

47  water  samples  from  the  public  supply  were  submitted  for  bacteriological 
examination  by  the  Stroud  District  Water  Board©  Copies  of  the  reports  were  received 
in  this  Department  and  these  showed  that  all  the  samples  were  free  from  faecal 
material  and  safe  and  suitable  for  drinking  and  domestic  use© 

2 samples  of  mains  water  were  submitted  for  bacteriological  and  chemical 
analysis  following  complaints©  Both  samples  proved  to  be  wholesome  and  satisfactory 
for  domestic  use. 

A spring  supply  serving  two  farms  and  two  cottages  near  the  boundary  of  the 
district  was  re-sampled©  The  report  of  the  Public  Analyst  and  Bacteriologist  indicated 
that  the  water  could  not  be  regarded  as  entirely  satisfactory  unless  it  was  subjected 
to  suitable  treatment,  and  appropriate  action  was  therefore  taken©  The  provision  of  a 
main  supply  was  found  to  be  impracticable© 
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A spring  supply  serving  another  farm  in  the  district  was  also  sampled  and 
following  adverse  bacteriological  reports,  which  varied  considerably  according  to

Officers  of  the  Department  have  given  talks  to  various  audiences  on  five 
occasions  during  the  jearo- 

The  Department  also  made  a contribution^  in  exhibits  and  assistance^  to  the 
Health  Exhibition  which  was  mounted  at  Stroud  Showo  Three  stands  were  constructed^ 
respectively,  demonstrating  aspects  of  Meat  Inspection,  Pest  Control,  and  Food  Hygiene 
with  emphasis  on  its  domestic  applicationo  A most  agreeable  feature  of  the  Exhibition 
was  the  consistently  high  level  of  interest  shown  by  the  general  public o The  Exhibition 
was  never  empty,  and  officers  in  attendance  found  themselves  repeatedly  in  the  position 
of  delivering  ’’pocket  lectures”  to  groups  of  all  ages  throughout  the  dayo 

CLEAN  AIR  ACT.  1956  o 

There  was  little  change  in  the  general  position  dui'ing  1964°  One  large 
factory,  which  in  the  past  has  caused  occasional  nuisances  from  excessive  emissions, 
came  under  new  management  in  the  early  part  of  the  yearo  Discussions  have  been 
held  with  the  firm’s  representative  and  it  is  hoped  that  considerable  improvements  will 
be  effected  in  the  near  future,  including  conversion  from  solid  fuel  to  oil  firingo 

At  another  factory,  the  oil-fired  plant  became  totally  unserviceable  and  at  the 
end  of  December  a hand-fired  solid  fuel  boiler  was  in  temporary  useo  However,  plans 
had  been  approved  for  a new  oil-fired  installation « 

Altogether  three  new  installations  were  approved  under  Section  3 (2 ) of  the 
Clean  Air  Act,  1956o  In  the  case  of  two  of  the  installations,  lengthy  discussions  took 
place  concerning  the  height  of  the  chimneys  and  in  one  instance  a height  of  105  feet 
was  agreed o 

MEASUREMENT  OF  ATMOSPHERIC  POLLUTION,, 

The  Council  continues  to  participate  in  the  %tional  Survey  of  Atmospheric 
Pollution,  and  the  Department  has  contributed  daily  recordings  of  the  volume  and  nature 
of  pollution  in  the  town  centre  o The  recordirgs  are  submitted  to  the  Department  of 
Scientific  and  Industrial  Research  and  the  results  for  the  nine  months  ended  30th 
September,  1964>  followo  Since  there  is  some  unavoidable  delay  before  the  computed 
analyses  are  received  in  the  Health  Department,  annual  figures  for  the  period 
1st  October  - 30th  September  will  be  included  in  future.,

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STROUD  RURAL  DISTRICT 


The  environmental  health  services  in  the  District 
have  run  smoothly  and  well  during  the  year  as  can  be  seen  from 
the  details  that  follow » There  were  no  major  staff  changes 
and  all  members  of  the  Department  worked  well  and  happily 
together  as  a teamo 

Apart  from  the  steady  progress  made  with  sewering 
and  water  in  the  District  certain  particular  problems  arose j 
Stonehouse  Brickworks  opened  up  an  oil-fired  furnace  which  at 
once  gave  rise  to  a smut  nuisanceo  This  proved  very  difficult 
to  solve  despite  the  most  willing  co-operation  of  the  Management « 

Other  problems  involved  the  bringing  up  to  standard  of  a camp 
site  at  Cowcombe  Hill,  the  provision  of  a safe  water  supply  to  some 
cottages  on  Selsley  Common,  and  food  hygiene  in  a particular 
Butcher's  Shop.  With  all  of  these  matters  your  Officers  were 
excercised  to  find  a satisfactory  final  solution. 

It  is  pleasing  to  note  that  the  Council  is  planning 
Warden  supervised  accommodation  for  old  people,  '^is  is  much  needed 
and  will,  I hope,  free  still  more  old  houses  for  improvement.  We 
must  plan  and  build  these  units  to  the  very  latest  specifications, 
however.  Even  so,  as  in  so  many  things,  we  shall  find  in  a decade 
that  our  best  to-day  is  regarded  as  old-fashioned  tomorrow.  The 
services  for  old  people  are  being  very  rapidly  developed  and  already 
what  may  be  the  next  stage  towards  Warden  Controlled  Bungalows  is 
being  tried.  For  instance,  the  linking  of  old  peoples”  bungalows 
with  old  peoples’  homes,  or  the  linking  of  warden’s  accommodation 
with  independent  old  peoples'  flats  or  flatlets. 

As  regards  the  licensed  premises  improvement  scheme,  we 
are  now  getting  down  to  the  hardcore  of  difficult  houses,  but  there 
are  very  few  really  bad  public  houses  left  in  the  District  now,  and  some 
have  been  very  pleasingly  and  well  improved  indeed.  Co-operation 
between  the  Local  Authority  and  the  ^ewery  remains  of  the  best. 
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WATER  SUPPLY  » 


Sampling  of  water  from  private  springs  and  wells  was  carried  out 
periodicallyduring  the year,  a total  of  51  samples  being  takeno 

Meetings  were  held  with  the  representatives  of  the  Woodchester  Parish  " 
Council  in  connection  with  the  closing  of  two  public  springs  mentioned  in  the  1963 
Report.  Agreement  was  reached  and  works  carried  out  to  prevent  the  water  being  used 
for  drinking  purposes. 

Similar  action  was  being  taken  with  a spring  at  Whiteshill  which  had 
returned  consistently  bad  results  from  the  laboratoryo 

Wherever  bad  results  were  obtained  from  private  springs  or  wells  action 
was  taken  to  require  a mains  supply  of  water  providing  the  main  was  within  a 
reasonable  distance o It  is  hoped  to  continue  and  extend  this  work  in  the  futures 

Five  samples  were  taken  from  two  Swimming  Pools  at  private  schools o 
Four  were  satisfactory,  but  the  fifth  was  poor  as  the  pool  was  due  for  cleanings 

All  mains  water  samples  taken  regularly  throughout  the  year  were  returned 
satisfactory  for  a public  supplyo 

REFUSE  . 

REFUSE  COLLECTION: 

There  are  six  vehicles  engaged  on  Refuse  Collections  All  are  "Dennis** 
made  with  diesel  engines o "^hese  engines  have  long  life  and  are  economical  on  fuel, 
the  savings  being  some  2,400  gallons  per  year  as  compared  with  petrol  engineSs 

All  the  vehicles  are  rear  loading,  four  being  of  large  capacity  (22  « 30 
cubic  yards)  with  compressing  rams  and  two  small  capacity  (7  and  10  cubic  yards 
The  latter  are  specially  adapted  to  enable  collections  to  be  made  from  the  many 
narrow  roads  and  lanes  in  the  area. 

The  oldest  vehicles  were  purchased  in  1953  and  these  and  others  in  the 
fleet  have  given  wonderful  service  in  this  hilly  and  arduous  part  of  the  CotswoldSo 

Twelve  men  are  regularly  engaged  on  Refuse  Collection,  two  mere  with  a 
spare  lorry  being  brought  in  two  days  per  week  in  the  Nailsworth,  Stonehouse  and 
Minchinhampton  areas.  These  two  men  also  act  as  reserves  in  ease  of  holidays  and 
sickness. 

The  regular  weekly  collections  have  been  maintained  in  all  parishes 
except  Miserden,  which  is  visited  fortnightly.  It  has  been  necessary  to  work 
overtime  to  achieve  this,  particularly  after  holiday  periods.  The  men  employed  on 
this  task  work  willingly  and  well  and  complaints  are,  I am  glad  to  say,  few  and 
far  between. 

The  change  in  the  composition  of  refuse  over  the  past  few  years  has  been 
striking.  The  proportion  of  ashes  and  clinkers  has  reduced  considerably,  while  the 
bulk  in  the  form  of  tins,  bottles  and  particularly  wrapping  materials,  is  much 
increased,  "^hus  refuse  is  bulkier  and  lighter  and  more  difficult  to  handle.  It  is 
fortunate  that  all  our  large  collecting  vehicles  compress  the  refuse  as  it  is 
collected,  otherwise  we  should  require  several  more. 
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free  collection  of  bulky  refuse  has  continued  during  the  year  and 
amounts  usually  to  one  or  two  lorry  loads  per  week®  It  is  a service  very  much 
appreciated  by  the  ratepayers  and  is  a great  help  in  keeping  the  district  free 
from  illicit  dumping® 

Collection  is  still  carried  out  on  behalf  of  Nailsworth  Urban  District 
Council®  It  has  become  necessary  to  employ  a third  lorry  part  time  in  order  to 
complete  the  collection  in  one  day® 

REFUSE  DISPOSAL; 

The  joint  refuse  tip  serving  the  three  districts  has  operated  satisfactorily 
at  Thrupp  during  the  year®  I am  glad  to  report  that  no  complaints  of  nuisance  from 
nearby  residents  have  been  received®  It  is  estimated  that  the  tip  will  be  completed 
towards  the  end  of  1965®  This  will  mean  that  7 to  8 acres  of  virtually  useless  land 
will  have  been  reclaimed®  The  site  is  owned  by  the  Gloucestershire  County  Council  who 
intend  to  use  it  eventually  for  a new  primary  school  and  playing  field® 

It  is  interesting  to  report  that  the  previous  tip  at  Gannicox.  has  now 'been 
seeded  and  is  being  incorporated  into  the  existing  playing  fields®  Nearby  houses 
are  now  benefiting  since  a former  eyesore  has  been  transformed  into  an  attractive 
amenity® 

Frequent  applications  are  being  received  from  industrial  firms  in  the 
area  to  dispose  of  waste  at  the  Council's  tip®  Most  firms  have  no  tipping  facilities 
of  their  own  or  have  exhausted  any  they  did  have*  It  seems  likely  that  in  the  future 
allowance  will  have  to  be  made  for  tipping  facilities  adequate  for  house  and 
industrial  refuse  in  the  whole  area® 

The  disposal  of^  old  cars  is  a national  problem^  many  owners  merely 
dumping  them  on  waste  landj  lay-bys,  etc®.  During  the  year  a scheme  was  introduced 
whereby  owners  could  bring  them  to  the  tip  at  Thrupp.  Where  there  was  just  a shell 
left  and  the  owner  could  not  be  traced,  collection  was  arranged®  A local  scrap 
dealer  cuts  up  the  cars  at  the  tip  and  removes  them  for  scrap®  Log  books  are  handed  in 
with  the  cars  and  returned  to  the  licensing  authority®  So  far  the  scheme  has 
worked  quite  well®  Some  months  after  these  arrangements  were  made,  a Government 
Circular  was  issued  advising  that  Councils  should  undertake  such  disposals®  So 
in  this  case  we  were  ahead  of  the  Government® 

Planning  permission  was  obtained  for  a new  tip  on  the  site  of  the  old 
Sewage  Works  at  Ebley®  Filling  in  a length  of  the  canal  will  be  involved  to  gain 
access  to  the  land. 

An  alternative  site  at  Gainscross  Road,  Stroud,  is  being  investigated 
by  Stroud  Urban  District  Council®  Whichever  site  is  used  the  joint  tipping 
arrangements  will  continue  to  operate® 

SALVAGE; 

Waste  paper,  rags,  scrap  iron  and  non-ferrous  metals  were  the  main 
items  salvaged  and  sold  during  the  year®  Waste  paper  is  baled  in  an  electric  press 
at  the  Thrupp  tip  and  is  collected  by  lorry  by  a large  firm  of  merchants,  whose 
headquarters  is  at  Bolton,  Lancs®  They  collect  as  required,  usually  3 or  4 times 
a month,  the  average  load  being  7 to  8 tons.  Other  salvage  is  sold  to  a local  firm 
of  scrap  merchants  who  collect  on  request.  The  same  firm  cuts  up  and  removes  old 
cars. 
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No  difficulties  have  been  experienced  in  disposing  of  salvage  during  the 
yeaxo . The  demand  for  waste  paper  was  particularly  good  and  the  price  per  ton 
increased  from  £6,  to  £6,  10s«  0i«  during  the  yearo  Further  price  increases  are 
expected  in  1965  as  local  authorities  are  being  asked  to  increase  their  collections 
to  meet  the  demand.

Despite  the  connection  of  a large  number  of  new  and  existing  properties  to 
the  Public  Sewer,  demand  for  this  service  has  been  about  the  same  as  for  the  previous 
year..  This  is  due  partly  to  the  building  of  new  houses  and  modernizing  of  old  ones  in 
parishes  without  main  sewers,  and  partly  to  the  increasing  requests  received  from 
industrial  firms  and  premises  in  other  districts.  The  latter  are  done  on  a payment 
basis,  whilst  two  emptyings  per  year  without  charge  are  given  to  domestic  properties 
in  our  own  area.  There  is  no  doubt  that  this  service  is  much  appreciated  by  our  own 
residents  and  those  in  other  areas. 

The  Dennis  machine  is  nearly  ten  years  old  but  is  still  reliable  and  in 
reasonable  condition.  One  man,  the  driver,  undertakes  all  the  work  and  so  the 
service  is  carried  out  as  economically  as  possible. 

The  following  tables  show  the  work  carried  out  in  each  parish  and  the 
routine  emptying  of  various  types  of  properties  including  private.  Council  and 
trade  premises!  -

GHALFORD  VALLEY  - POLLUTION 

OF  WATERGOURSESo 

As  a result  of  a complaint  of  rat  infestation  of  the  Canal  Banks  and  with  the 
availability  of  the  new  Chalford  Valley  sewer,  a survey  of  the  houses  bordering  the 
Canal  and  Mill  Race  Banks  was  carried  out  to  ascertain  the  pollution  being  discharged 
into  the  watercourses.  Some  102  properties  were  visited,  many  had  already 
connected  to  the  public  sewer,  but  it  was  necessary  to  serve  42  Notices  under 
Section  39  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936,  in  respect  of  the  remainder,  excluding 
those  earmarked  for  demolition  for  road  widening  purposes  by  the  County  Council 
in  1964/65 • Steady  progress  has  been  made  in  securing  compliance  with  these 
Notices,  several  owners  making  use  of  Improvement  Grants  and  carrying  out  full 
scale  modernization  as  well  as  complying  with  the  Notice. 


SANITARY  FACILITIES  ON  COMMON  LANDS  . 

This  district  is  fortunate  in  having  several  large  areas  of  common  land  at 
Minchinhampton,  Rodborough,  Painswick  and  Selsley.  Increasing  numbers  of  day 
visitors  arrive  mainly  by  car  each  weekend  during  the  summer  and  the  lack  of 
sanitation  facilities  is  causing  problems.  The  Public  Health  Committee  discussed 
this  matter  thoroughly  and  eventually  ordered  a Mobile  Convenience o This  will  have 
four  compartments  each  fitted  with  Perdisan  improved  chemical  closet  and  wash  basin. 
The  convenience  will  be  delivered  in  1965  and  will  be  stationed  initially  each  weekend 
on  Minchinhampton  Common,  being  garaged,  cleaned  and  serviced  at  our  Brimscombe  Depot. 
It  is  hoped  that  this  will  go  some  way  to  solving  the  problem  on  one  of  our  Commons. 


SEWERAGE  . 


All  the  work  required  for  the  Middle  Chalford  scheme  was  completed  about  the 
middle  of  the  year.  %is  means  that  all  Chalford,  with  the  exception  of  the  France 
Lynch  and  Brownshill  areas,  have  now  been  sewered. 


The  small  extensions  at  Blackness  and  Brimscombe  were  also  completed  early 
in  the  year. 

A scheme  dealing  with  Brimscombe  (part),  Swellshill  and  Burleigh  commenced 
according  to  plan  in  November  and  work  is  progressing  satisfactorily. 

Although  progress  since  1945  has  been  good  it  must  be  recorded  that  four 
parishes  are  not  sewered  at  all  and  a further  six  parishes  are  only  partly  sewered. 
Also,  the  main  Nailsworth  Valley  sewer  is  overloaded,  as  are  the  Painswick  and 
Minchinhampton  Sewage  Disposal  Works. 
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Our  sewerage  programme  is  not  keeping  pace  with  the  rate  at  which  new  houses 
are  being  built  and  old  ones  modernizedo  Each  new  or  modernized  house  produces  some 
IOO-I5O  gallons  of  sewage  per  day  and  if  main  sewers  are  not  available,  must  be  disposed 
of  into  the  ground  via  septic  tanks o ^his  leads  to  contamination  of  sub-soil  water, 
springs  and  streams  and  serious  nuisance  where  there  is  clay  or  other  impenetrable 
ground. 

The  Severn  River  Board  control  the  streams  into  which  the  effluent  from 
the  Minchinhampton  and  Painswick  Works  discharge.  As  already  stated  these  Works  are 
considerably  overloaded  and  the  River  Board  requested  the  Planning  Authority  to 
refuse  further  development  until  steps  had  been  taken  to  provide  adequate  disposal 
facilities.  It  is  the  Council's  intention  to  abandon  these  Works  and  take  the 
sewage  to  the  main  Works  at  Stanley  Downton,  but  a Conference  of  interested  parties 
is  being  called  to  discuss  the  matter  in  an  endeavour  to  find  a short  term  solution. 

The  situation  is  serious  and  getting  more  so  each  year.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  the 
Council  win  press  on  vigorously  with  the  comprehensive  scheme  they  have  adoptedo

the  Stanley  Downton  Sewage  Works: 

**The  Stroud  and  District  Joint  Sewage  Works  deals  with  the  domestic  sewage  and  trade 
wastes  from  the  Urban  Districts  of  Stroud  and  a greater  part  of  the  Rural  Districts 
of  Stroud,  together  with  the  Parish  of  Eastington  within  the  Gloucester  Rural 
District. 


A scheme  of  extensions  prepared  by  the  Consulting  Engineers,  W.HoBateman  and  Partners 
of  %theaston,  Bath,  commenced  at  the  end  of  March,  1962,  and  various  sections  of 
the  new  Works  have  been  brought  into  operation  during  1963  and  1964o  '^e  main 

contractors  for  the  extensions  were  Kottler  and  Heron  Limited,  of  Northampton. 

The  Works  are  designed  to  treat  the  sewage  from  a population  of  50,000  and  deals 
with  the  flows  as  follows:

2,  PLANS  DEPOSITED  FOR  APPROVAL  UNDER  PLANNING  AND  PUBLIC  HEALTH  ACT  PROVISIONS . 

1,090  plans  were  deposited  during  1964j)  representing  a monthly  average  of 
91  o ^his  is  a 16 5^  increase  on  1963  figures  and  a 93/S  increase  during  the 
last  10  years. 

3o  GENERAL  BUILDING  WORKS. 

During  1964  building  works  were  completed  on  417  premises.  Of  these  84 
involved  new  connections  to  public  sewers,  this  does  not  include  houses  on  new 
estates  or  connections  dealt  with  by  the  Public  Health  Inspectors. 

4.  STORAGE  OF  PETROLEUM  SPIRIT. 

The  only  work  done  in  this  connection  during  1964  has  been  for  new 
installations,  '^he  extreme  pressure  of  building  works  has  prevented  any  routine 
work  on  premises  where  petroleum  spirit  is  stored. 

HOUSING  . 

The  revised  programme  approved  by  the  Ministry  in  I960  estimated  the  total 
number  of  unfit  houses  in  the  area  at  770.  831  houses  had  been  dealt  with  by  the 

end  of  the  year  so  this  programme  must  be  considered  complete,  ^be  standard  of 
fitness  contained  in  Section  4 of  the  Housing  Act,  1957,  is  low  and  a great  deal 
remains  to  be  done  before  housing  conditions  can  be  regarded  as  satisfactory. 
Experience  shows  that  between  30  and  40  houses  are  likely  to  be  dealt  with  as  unfit 
in  each  future  year.  In  a district  where  a great  many  properties  are  over  a hundred 
years  old  considerable  numbers  of  houses  will  always  be  reaching  the  end  of  their 
useful  life  and  need  to  be  the  subject  of  action  under  the  Housing  Acts. 

In  1964,  87  \infit  houses  were  dealt  with  under  the  provisions  of  Section  I6 
of  the  Housing  Act,  1957.  4 Closing  Orders  and  3 Demolition  Orders  were  made  and 

80  Undertakings  accepted. 

The  Housing  Act,  1964,  came  into  force  in  August.  It  provides  compulsory 
legislation  to  equip  dwellings  with  the  standard  amenities.  Local  Authorities  may 
declare  ’’Improvement  Areas”  where  large  numbers  of  houses  without  amenities  are 
grouped  together.  The  procedure  is  long  and  involved  and  does  not  seem  very  suitable 
to  this  type  of  district.  More  useful  is  a provision  which  enables  tenants  to 
require  owners,  through  the  local  authority,  to  install  the  standard  amenities  when 
they  are  willing  to  pay  increased  rent  and  the  works  can  be  done  at  reasonable  cost. 
Only  experience  will  show  whether  these  new  provisions  will  result  in  more  rapid 
progress.  The  same  Act  introduces  important  changes  with  regard  to  Discretionary 
and  Standard  Grants,  A reduction  of  from  10  to  3 years  in  the  period  in  which  rent 
control  and  other  conditions  attached  to  a house  improved  with  a grant  should 
stimulate  more  applications. 
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The  previous  maximum  Standard  Grant  of  £155 now  rises  to  £350o  at  the  Council ®s 
discretion  in  those  cases  where  a septic  tank  is  required^  a new  bathroom  structure 
builtj  or  a piped  water  supply  installed  for  the  first  time® 

During  1964?  39  Discretionary  Grants  and  68  Standard  Grants  were  authorised© 
The  combined  total  shows  a slight  reduction  over  the  figures  for  1963®  It  is  still 
found  that  apathy  on  the  part  of  elderly  occupiers  and  lack  of  financial  resources 
are  the  two  main  obstacles  in  the  way  of  more  rapid  progress®  The  increased  interest 
rates  at  the  turn  of  the  year  do  not  suggest  there  will  be  any  great  acceleration 
in  1965®

All  known  sites  in  the  district  (other  than  those  especially  exempt)  are  licensed 
under  the  Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of  Development  Actj  1960p  and  no  new  problems  have 
arisen  during  the  year.  Generally  it  can  be  said  that  the  site  operators  are  complying 
well  with  their  responsibilities.  Only  one  complaint  by  the  Stroud  and  District 
Planning  Sub-Committee  was  notified  and  this  concerned  the  unsightly  state  of  a quarry 
used  as  a site  for  one  van,  due  to  the  dumping  of  old  cars  and  the  state  of  several  old 
disused  sheds  and  dilapidated  buildings.  The  owner  was  notified  and  is  taking  steps  to 
improve  the  site. 

The  condition  of  the  gypsy  site  at  Chalford,  outstanding  from  last  year,  has  only 
partially  improved.  A water  supply  has  now  been  made  available,  due  to  the  action  of 
the  Clerk  of  the  Council  who  negotiated  an  agreement  with  British  Railways  on  behalf  of 
the  owner,  who  was  then  in  a position  to  carry  out  the  construction  of  proper  drainage 
facilities  and  sanitary  accommodation.  Unfortunately  he  did  not  respond  to  the 
assistance  given  to  him  and  the  Council  resolved  to  prosecute  him  for  not  complying 
with  a number  of  the  conditions  attached  to  his  Site  Licence.  At  the  end  of  the  year 
the  papers  were  in  the  hands  of  the  Council’s  Solicitors  and  it  is  expected  that  the 
case  will  be  heard  early  in  1965 o

FACTORIES  . 

The  provisions  as  to  health  contained  in  the  Factories  Act,  1961  were  found  to  be 
generally  complied  with  during  1964o  53  inspections  were  made  to  factories  with 
mechanical  power  and  in  addition  7 visits  were  made  to  other  work  places.  Only  very 
minor  infringements  of  the  Act  were  found  in  a few  premises  and  informal!,  action  was  all 
that  was  necessary  to  bring  about  the  required  standards. 

The  days  when  factory  employees  suffered  many  hardships  and  privations  now 
fortunately  seem  to  have  left  us  for  ever  and  the  conditions  under  which  they  have  to 
work  have  improved,  in  most  cases  almost  out  of  recognition,  due  to  the  action  of  the 
Unions  and  the  response  of  the  employers.  This  highly  desirable  state  has  considerably 
eased  the  duties  placed  on  the  Health  Inspector,  particularly  with  regard  to  sanitary 
accommodation  with  its  potential  health  hazards.

The  original  complaint  was  being  dealt  with  at  the  end  of  1963  s)  but  after  a 
Statutory  Notice  was  served  the  Company  changed  ownership  and  recommenced  production 
in  Aprils,  1964°  Immediately  a meeting  was  arranged  with  four  of  the  new  Directors 
to  discuss  the  implications  of  the  previous  action  regarding  the  nuisance o T^©  new 
Company  intended  operating  on  a larger  scale  to  deal  with  the  full  capacity  of  the 
kiluj,  ioSo  I5O3OOO  bricksp  and  promised  full  co-operation  to  overcome  the  problemo 
Despite  the  construction  of  new  drying  kilns  to  avoid  the  wet  brick  procesSj, 
extensive  mechanization  of  the  plant  and  Improvements  to  combistionp  the  discharge 
of  oily  smuts  continued,,  The  Company  then  decided  at  great  cost  to  construct  new 
brick  flues  to  discharge  into  an  existing  210  fto  high  brisk  shiiriney  instead  of  the 
existing  short  metal  stacko  Unfortunatelyp  this  action  only  spread  the  smuts  over 
a much  wider  area  of  the  villagep  andp  despite  further  alterations  to  the  plantp 
laundry^  vegetationp  paintwork^  milk  production  and  paint  on  cars  were  all  affected 
by  the  oily  and  acidic  smuts o 

After  further  pressure  by  the  Council,  the  manufact-urers  and  specialists 
from  the  Oil  Company  were  called  ino  It  was  recommended  to  adopt  the  DoGoPo  system 
of  neutralizing  the  acid  producing  sulphur  constituent  of  the  fuel  and  break  up 
the  smuts  by  adding  a controlled  quantity  of  DoGoP  5S  powdero 

Still  the  complaints  persisted  and  a Statutory  Notice  was  served  on  the 
new  firmo  '^he  question  of  chimney  height  was  further  considered  and  the  Department 
of  Scientific  and  Industrial,  Research  were  requested  to  advise  the  Councilo  A further 
conference  took  place  with  the  Directorsp  the  Oil  Companiesp  the  kiln  manufacturers p 
the  Council  and  the  Scientific  representative  from  the  Warren  Spring  Laboratorjo 

Once  again  further  recommendations  were  made  and  the  Company  agreed  to 
construct  a completely  new  60  fto  aluminium  clad  chimney  and  carry  out  further 
adjustments  arid  modifications  to  the  plant  without  delayo 

By  the  end  of  the  year  the  chimney  was  under  constructi.ono  It  should  be 
installed  and  operating  at  the  beginning-  of  1965  o Further  Test  Boards  wi.ll  then  be 
checked  around  the  Works  and  all  concerned  are  optimistic  that  this  long-standing 
problem  will  be  finally  resolvedo 
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8 applications  were  received  under  Sub-Section  2 of  Section  3 of  the  Clean 
Air  Acts  19560  One  application  was  refused  but  subsequently  approved  after  amendment 
of  the  plans.

During  1964,  the  Department  received  two  complaints  under  the  above  Acto  The 
first  concerned  the  use  of  a circular  saw  on  a farm  near  to  a large  house  which  had 
recently  been  converted  into  a Nursing  Home  for  elderly  persons o The  other  concerned 
the  use  of  a circular  saw  in  the  centre  of  a village » In  both  cases  it  was  felt  that 
a statutory  nuisance  did  not  exist,  due  mainly  to  the  frequency  of  the  occurrence  of 
the  noise,  but  both  matters  are  now  the  subject  of  planning  permission  procedure o 

One  factory  which  may  occasionally  produce  a high-pitched  whine  when  testing 
new  products  co-operates  fully  by  informing  this  Department  when  such  testing  is 
anticipatedo 

HEALTH  EDUCATION  o 

No  requests  were  made  during  1964  for  talks  to  groups  and  associations,  but 
members  of  the  staff  are  always  happy  to  make  arrangements  with  any  interested  body 
requiring  information  on  public  health  matters. 

A number  of  coloured  photographs  were  taken  on  housing  and  public  health 
subjects  in  order  to  keep  up-to-date  with  developments  in  the  district  and  these  slides 
are  always  available  from  the  department's  library  for  showing  in  support  of  any  talks. 

BROILER  HOUSESo 

During  this  year  several  complaints  were  received  of  a problem  new  to  this 
Authority  caused  by  the  establishment  of  chicken  broiler  houses  and  the  attendant 
nuisances  of  dust  and  smell.  It  appears  that  there  is  a loop-hole  in  planning 
procedure  in  that  such  establishments  under  5,000  sqiiare  feet  in  area  do  not  require 
planning  permission.  This  is  a matter  which  will  have  to  be  dealt  with  if  serious 
nuisances  of  this  nature  are  to  be  avoided.  Complaints  are  most  prevalent  during 
the  summer  months. 

CONTROL  OF  FOOD  & FOOD  PREMISES. 

In  conjunction  with  initial  inspections  of  shops  under  the  new  Offices,  Shops 
and  Railway  Premises  Act,  1963,  the  opportunity  has  been  taken  to  make  full  and 
detailed  inspections  of  all  food  shops,  canteens,  hotels,  etc.,  registered  with  the 
Department,  both  with  respect  to  the  new  Act  and  the  Food  Hygiene  (General) 

Regulations,  I960. 

In  some  instances.  Preliminary  Notices  have  had  to  be  served  indicating  that 
a number  of  occupiers  of  food  businesses  could  not  be  relied  upon  to  keep  their  food 
premises  up  to  the  high  standard  of  hygiene  expected  of  them.  Complete  survey 
inspections  of  this  nature  by  the  Health  Inspector  undoubtedly  keep  the  food  traders 
fully  on  their  toes  and  a little  more  aware  of  all  their  reqDonsibilitles  to  the 
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public  and  their  employees « 

One  butcher shop,  in  particularp  gave  the  Department  some  concern  during 
the  yearo  Complaints  from  the  public  and  an  inspection  of  his  shop  resulted  in 
Notices  being  served  upon  him  for  23  contraventions  of  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations o 
After  much  delay  and  promises  to  modernise  the  shop  his  plans  failed  to  materialise 
and  no  improvement  had  boon  effectedo  The  contraventions  varied  from  those  of  a 
structural  nature  to  unsuitable  equipment  and  dirty  conditions  and  habits j and  after 
giving  him  every  opportunity  to  improve  his  ways  the  Council  resolved  to  prosecute 
hirao  Pleas  of  guilty  were  admitted  to  all  23  summonses  and  the  Magistrate  fined 
him  a total  of  £50o  to  be  paid  at  the  rate  of  £4o  per  week®  %e  Chairman  of  the 
Bench  stated  that  the  Magistrates  considered  the  offence  serious  and  it  was  their 
duty  to  protect  the  public  from  any  possible  contamination  of  foodo  Following  the 
proceedings  at  the  end  of  the  year  the  butcher  was  in  the  process  of  complying 
with  the  Notices o 

Three  premises j,  two  grocers  and  a butcher's  shopp  were  unfortunately 
involved  in  fires  during  1964o  No-one  was  injuredp  but  a large  quantity  of 
foodstuffs  was  severely  damaged  by  fire^  smoke  and  smuts  and  the  whole  of  the  stocks 
for  these  shops  had  to  be  examined  by  the  Health  Inspectors » Some  indication  of 
the  quantities  which  had  to  be  ’’written  off”  as  unfit  can  be  obtained  by  reference 
to  the  figures  for  Condemned  Food  at  the  end  of  this  Report o 

last  yearp  it  was  mentioned  in  my  report  that  the  Department  were  to 
circularize  all  distributors  in  the  area  with  extracts  from  the  National  Association 
of  Frozen  Food  Producers  Code  of  Practice  for  the  productionj,  distribution  and 
retailing  of  Quick  Frozen  Foods o This  was  duly  completed  and  no  complaints  were 
received  or  contraventions  noted  concerning  the  use  of  frozen  food  cabinets  or 
their  contentso  It  may  reasonably  be  assumedg  thereforep  that  the  department's 
action  was  beneficial  in  this  respect o 

A total  of  446  visits  were  made  to  all  types  of  food  premises  during  the 
year  and  the  various  tables  at  the  end  of  this  Report  indicate  the  number  of 
visits  made  to  each  type  of  premises  together  with  the  defects  found  and  remediedo 

An  unusually  large  number  of  complaints  were  made  to  the  Department 
regarding  unsound  food  or  food  containing  foreign  bodies o The  Council  authorised 
proceedings  to  be  taken  under  the  Food  and  Drugs  Actp  1955j  in  respect  of  three 
caseso  The  complaints  received  and  dealt  with  are  summarized  as  follows?- 

lo  piece  of  glass  in  sugar? 

Ultimately  established  as  having  fallen  into  the  sugar  bowl  after  a glass 
di s h had  been  accidentally  chipped  when  lifted  from  a higher  shelf  in

Proceedings  were  Instituted  by  the  Council  against  the  manufacturers,  who 
pleaded  guilty  to  the  charge o The  Magistrates  imposed  a fine  of  £10o  against

Proceedings  were  instituted  by  the  Council  against  the  ovmers  of  a multiple 
storeo  "^he  defendants  pleaded  guilty  and  were  fined  a sum  of  £25 o 

5o  Offensive  Taste  to  Madeira  Cake; 

A Tasting  Panel  found  the  case  could  not  be  supported  but  was  probably  caused

Again  a Tasting  Panel  could  not  substantiate  the  complaint  and  after  enquiries

LICENSED  PREMISES^ 

1964  was  the  fourth  year  of  the  original  five-year  programme  (since  extended 
to  six  years)  agreed  with  the  Brewery  Company  for  modernization  and  improvement  of 
licensed  premises.. 

Reasonable  progress  was  maintained  during  the  year  and  13  premises  were  brought 
up  to  the  required  standard,  but  there  is  still  a considerable  number  remaining  to 
be  dealt  with  and  it  is  hoped  that  these  can  be  completed  within  the  next  two  years o 

The  question  of  the  closure  of  a number  of  uneconomic  houses  is  now  being 
carefully  considered  by  the  Brewery,  which,  if  effected,  would  naturally  speed  up 
completion  of  the  programme,  but  many  factors  apart  from  the  food  hygiene  and 
sanitation  aspect  influence  such  decisions » 

The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  Public  Health  Inspectors  are  due  to 
meet  the  Directors  and  Brewery  Architects  again  early  in  1965  to  review  the 
situationo  Twice  yearly  meetings  have  been  agreed  and  by  this  method  it  is 
hoped  to  keep  the  matter  very  much  alive  in  order  to  complete  the  entire 
programme  at  the  earliest  possible  date.

90o5^  of  the  samples  of  Ice  Cream  fell  into  Categories  I and  IT  which  is  well 
above  the  S0%  recommended  by  the  Ministry* s Provisional  Standards,  Those  in 
Grades  III  and  IV  originated  from  one  manufacturer  and  led  to  an  investigation  of  the 
plant  and  handling  technique.  Samples  were  taken  at  different  stages  of  production 
and  it  was  evident  that  contamination  was  occurring  in  parts  of  the  plant  and  that 
the  sterilization  routine  was  not  100%,  Certain  immediate  improvements  and 
adjustments  were  carried  out  but  it  was  agreed  that  the  pump  and  pipe  lines 9 which 
contained  "milk  stone",  were  worn  out  by  age.  The  producer  has  taken  steps  to 
thoroughly  examine  and  renew  all  necessary  parts  of  the  machineryp  including  the 
pump,  during  the  winter  months, 

OFFICES.  SHOPS  & RAILWAY  - PREMISES 

ACT.  1 9 6 3. 

The  new  Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act,  1963,  began  to  take  effect 
during  the  summer  months.  It  required  registration  of  premises  to  be  made  from 
1st  May  to  the  31st  July  and  to  facilitate  this  first  course  of  action  all  known 
businesses,  shops,  etc,  wer©  sent  an  explanatory  letter  and  the  registration  form  OSR  1, 
A preliminary  estimate  of  355  possible  premises  likely  to  come  within  the  scope  of  the 
Act  gives  some  indication  of  the  additional  duties  to  be  undertaken  by  the  Health 
Department , 

In  the  early  stages  many  queries  arose  and  considerable  advice  was  given  to 
doubtful  applicants,  whilst  applications  for  registration  were  returned  rather 
slowly.  It  was  discovered  that  a large  proportion  of  possible  premises  were  exempt 
from  the  Act  as  no  persons,  other  than  close  relations^ were  employed.  No  applications 
were  rec^ved  for  exemption  during  this  period. 

Responsibilities  for  enforcement  fall  in  the  main  on  Local  Authority  Inspectors, 
H.M,  Inspector  of  Factories  and  the  Fire  -Authorities,  Close  liaison  between  these 
three  Inspectors  is  obviously  desirable  and  to  this  end  the  County  Fire  Services  held 
a one-day  Conference  at  the  Fire  Service  Headquarters  in  Cheltenham,  21  of  the  23 
Local  Authorities  in  Gloucestershire  sent  representatives,  Mr,  HoFoGritshley, (Chief 
Public  Health  Inspector)  and  Mr,  C,  G,  Howell,  attending  on  behalf  of  the  Stroud 
R.DoGo  In  addition,  Mr,  S,  Hall,  H,M,  District  Inspector  of  Ph-ctories,  was  present 
and  spoke  on  matters  of  mutual  interest  stressing  the  need  for  collaboration  between 
the  various  Authorities, 
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During  the  following  months  numerous  Government  circulars,  orders  and 
regulations  were  received  setting  out  standards  to  be  enforced  and  generally 
advising  on  procedure,  records  to  be  kept,  administration  and  practical 
aspects,  particularly  with  regard  to  dangerous  machinery « 

PVom  1st  August  many  of  the  main  requirements  of  the  Act  came  into 
operation  and  visits  and  full  inspections  of  registered  premises  were  commenced. 


By  the  end  of  the  year  40  survey  inspections  had  been  completed  and 
26  Notices  served  for  various  infringements,  which  were  fortunately  mainly  of 
a minor  nature o No  prosecutions  were  necessaryo
